NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—A preview of 
the New York World’s Fair on April 30, 
exactly one year in advance of Official 
opening date, has been set, President 
Grover A. Whalen announced this week.

When Bernhardt Got $7,000 and 
Benny, Bergen, Burns-Allen $350 


PITTSBURGH, Feb. 19.—Consideration 
of the shuttered Davis Theater as a 
site for a retail store revived thought 
that the landmark of the city’s vaude 
heydays was once one of the country’s 
most profitable spots for flesh enter- 
tainment. Built by Arch Kennedy for 
Harry Davis in 1915, the house was a 
hub for big-time Keith bookings. Leased 
by Warner Brothers for pix-vaude combo 
in 1929, the theater went dark a few 
years ago except for occasional open- 
ings. 

The files of Eugene Connolly, who han- 
dled publicity for the theater, reveal that 
14 years ago Edgar Bergen and Jack 
Benny played the Davis for $350 apiece 
a week, while opera singer Johanna 
Gadski pulled down $3,250. Bill Robin- 
son danced two-a-day for $450 a week, 
while Clark and McCullough netted 
$2,250 in 1925. Twelve years ago Burns 
and Allen were worth $350 together 
weekly.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 19.—With the 
Shriners’ Artisans’ gigantic entertain- 
ment promotion stunt looking like @ 
sure sellout, other fraternal and char- 
itable organizations are contemplating 
similar events to fill up treasuries and 
build up membership rolls. 

The first to follow the Artisans into 
the field of public entertainment is the 
Samar Club, which has rented the huge 
Convention Hall (20,000 capacity) for a 
swing fest February 23. Three name 
bands have been engaged, Jimmy Dorsey, 
Larry Clinton and Claude Hopkins. 

The first event of the Artisans’ am- 
bitious program will be held March 16 
with the appearance of Eddie Cantor and 
Ted Lewis at the Convention Hall. The 
show will go on six times in four days 


and will show to more than 75,000 peo- 
ple. In addition virtually all seats for 
the Artisans’ concerts at the Academy of 
Music, which starts February 24 with 
Lily Pons, have been sold. The Academy 
seats 3,500. 


Despite the great sale of tickets, the 
Artisans (a branch of the Shriners) do 
not expect to make any money by the 
stunt, but seek to capitalize on the pub- 
licity to help in a membership drive. 


Nine events are listed on the Shriners’ 
popular entertainment program at a 
coupon rate of $2.50—making it about 
28 cents for each show exclusive of tax. 
This series is exclusive of the concerts 
and legit plays that will be staged at 
reduced rates for coupon holders.

r HAS been a matter of years since the 
show business decided that Fred Allen was 
one of its top comedians. Long before radio, 
and later, pictures, made him a nationally 
known figure, he was known to the vaude- 
ville field as one of the best act writers and 
humorists in the business. Allen wrote acts 
for performers who became topnotchers with 
his comedy; he wrote material for performers 
that used that same material for years. 

The public, as represented by the radio 
audience, was a little slower in recognizing 
his dry. crackling wit, but now his Wednes- 
day night commercial for Bristol-Myers— 
“Town Hall, Tonight”’—is one of the top 
ranking shows. Recently, in the Hearst Radio 
Editor Poll, Allen came in as the No. ! 
funny man. The programs, like Allen’s vaude 
and legit appearances, are studded by his ad 
lib. gags and practically every other comedian 
in show business admits that Allen has no 
peer as an ad libber. 

His career is now well known to the trade; 
how he started as a juggler and gradually 
worked into comedy; his billing as “The 
World’s Worst Juggler” and his outstanding 
success in “The Little Show.” Radio and pic- 
tures followed. He recently completed his 
second picture for 20th Century-Fox, “Sally, 
Irene and Mary.”

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GENERAL NEWS

T’S probably just an oversight, but ardent unionists have looked in vain for a union label 
on the program of “Pins and Needles,” the revue presented by members of the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union. . . . Maybe is wasn’t intended as a gag, but Best 
Foods sent one of Mr. Spelvin’s radio reporters a puff about Best Foods’ answer to consumer 
criticism, the “answer” supposed to “present the case for New Nucoa” and listed as being 
printed on two pages of the folder received; like a good, law-abiding consumer, our reporter 
turned to the pages which were supposed to contain the answer—and there they were, two 
pure-white pages unblemished by anything approaching a smudge of ink. . . . Maybe it's a 
gag and the New Nucoa is pure white; or was it a printer's error? . . . Martha Scott, the 
previously unknown ingenue who scored so sensationally with her work in Thornton Wilder's 
scenery-less chromo, “Our Town,” has received seven offers, no less, from Hollywood—and 
has turned them all down. . . . Miss Scott, an evidently intelligent lass, figures that a few 
more stage appearances will do her good—and will also jack the ante on the Coast; if and 
when she does go to pictures, she claims, she'll see to it that she can come back for a legit 
appearance as least once a year. . . . Incidentally, her sudden rise to fame has at least one 
amusing overtone; a producer who turned her down repeatedly a couple of months ago when 
her agent tried to sell her to him for a show on his schedule is now hollering all over Broad- 
way that he wants someone exactly like her—for the role for which he turned her down. 


A lot of the lads who review shows, it appears, have been squawking to Bernard 
Simon, Gilbert Miller press agent, about changes in their usual seats for Miller 
productions—and even changes from their usual house seats when a Miller produc- 
tion plays an outside house. For their information, it’s simply because the Miller 
press lists were lost, lock, stock and barrel, from a usually well-conducted press 
department, and Simon had to make up new lists out of his own head. It. would 
have been easy enough to explain all that to the objectors, along with a friendly 
word or two, and so re-establish harmony all round. But instead, Simon got sore 
about the squawks (which were, after all, understandable enough) and a note 
from him, received by one of the boys, simply lambasts one reviewer for having 
had the nerve to ask about the change in the first place. Miller (whose plays are 
always put on with taste and intelligence backstage and in office routine as well 
as in the production itself) would probably be pretty upset about it; a press agent 
(and you can take it from one who used to be one) dosen't draw down his salary 
for antagonizing the press. 


THE ALBUM: If you're one of the many thousands who call the New York 
office of The Billboard in quest of information about plays, casts, lengths of run 
or what have you, then you’ve spoken to Freddie Burgher, who has more theatrical 
statistical information at his fingertips than any other man in the country. Freddie 
keeps the files for The Billboard Indez of the New York Legitimate Stage and, 
probably more than anyone else, is responsible for that accurate and comprehensive 
review of the theater (adv.). But he’s a man of many parts, and is also respon- 
sible for many other things. Another part of his job, for example, is cashier of the 
office, so you'll meet him on any money dealings, too. It’s Freddie’s boast that he 
has supported himself from an age when most kids are toddling around holding 
on to momma’s hand, and his long record of employment includes work of all 
sorts; he was a milkman for awhile, and for another while confidential secretary 
to a millionaire. He’s a man of meticulous habits and amazing accuracy—and 
also of quips and cranks and wanton wiles, such as whistling thru his teeth as he 
talks, a parlor accomplishment that drives the editorial lads nuts when they're 
trying to write stories. He likes to get the boys to visit him and drink beer, and 
he likes to tell stories, which he does, with expression and gestures, anywhere 
that there's a sufficient demand. The old cry of “Louder and funnier” tho, would 
be out of place; they can’t be louder. He’s an excellent violin player, and he’s 
still taking lessons from a recognized teacher. In the summer he closes himself 
alone in his room, strips down to his shorts, and practices on the fiddle for hours; 
in the winter he also practices for hours—but dressed. 


It’s reported (tho not reliably) that the Rainbow Room is bidding for the services of 
Dan Walker as half of a rumba team; the Terpsich teched News columnist’s a dancin’ 
fool... . Speaking of Walkers, James J. of that clan (remember?) pulled a nice one at the 
Westminster Kennel Club show at the Garden; introduced right after an exhibition of sheep- 
herding by border collies, the ex-mayor remarked that it was a useful technique for the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November. . . .

It was the first time within memory of the oldest 
dog fanciers that so young a pup had won a show of that magnitude—and he had to beat 
famous pooches like Rumpelstiltskin (poodle and winner of the American Kennel Club award 
last year) and Flornell Spicypiece (wire-haired fox terrier and best in the Westminster Show 
last year) to do it... . If you don’t happen to be interested in dogs, you should have skipped 
all that. . . . But if Dick Watts Jr., of The Herald-Trib, didn’t attend the finals of the dog 
show he missed something. The border collies exhibition was introduced by a bagpipe band, 
oy Watts, along with a small number of other lost souls, is am admitted lover of bag- 

“music.” 


There are yarns floating around Broadway concerning the interview between 
Margaret Webster, who directed “Richard II,” and Orson Welles, who directed what 
was left of “Julius Caesar” after the anti-scenery artboys got thru, in Philadelphia 
after the tryout of Maurice Evans’ “Henry IV,” also directed by Miss Webster. 
Welles and his Mercury group have also scheduled “Henry” and a mutual friend 
‘sisted that the two directors meet. They met and, according to the yarns, Miss 
Webster asked Welles what he thought of the Evans performance. “A nice enough 
acting job.” he’s supposed to have replied, “but when I play Henry I’m going to 
make him really a living and vital person.”

Immediate Test of New NAB Not Expected; 
President, Secretary, Still To Be Chosen — 


Sixteenth annual convention surprises attendants by 
peace and quiet—no battles on reorganization plans—

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The net results and values accruing from reorgan- 
ization measures adopted by the 16th annual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters cannot and will not be evaluated until some time in the 


future. 


The old NAB, a loosely knit, largely impotent trade association, has been 


replaced by what the industry hopes will be a strong organization able to show 


tangible benefits for its members. The 


broadcasters are the first to admit that 


almost anything is an improvement over an NAB that could do and did little. 


The first crucial test confronting the 
old NAB—the demands for further 
musician employment by the mu- 
Sicians’ union—started the beginning 
of the end. Now, to establish the actual 
differences in strength between the old 
and the new, the new must be similarly 
confronted with a major industry 
problem. 

No such problem seems to be an im- 
mediate factor. A possibility exists that 
it may crop up when the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians starts to get after 
unaffiliated indie stations for musician 
employment. There are many indies 
who claim the. Independent Radio Net- 
work Affiliates—organized when the old 
NAB started to totter—sold the unaf- 
filiates down the river by making a mu- 
sicilans’ deal terms of which will be 
largely extended thruout the industry. 
Thus the new NAB may soon face two 
tests; strong internal strife and outside 
pressure from a powerful union. The 
chain stations have felt this power 
already. 

Should these two tests not develop, 
in all likelihood the association will 
avoid a crucial period until 1940, when 
contracts with the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers and 
the AFM, both expire. However, there is 
always one point to be considered in dis- 
cussing any unified industry action. That 
is, that radio probably more so than any 
other trade group in the United States 
is quite vulnerable. An international war 
might end radio advertising; a musicians’ 
strike might cripple the business to a 
great extent; a stoppage of ASCAP music 
could do the same. There is only one 
answer, and that is a truly potent trade 
association presenting a solid front; and 
even this might not suffice. There was 
the usual amount of grumbling after the 
reorganization, and proponents of the 
new radio deal were quite proper in 
remonstrating with this faction, demand- 
ing that the new NAB be given time to 
prove itself. 


Peaceful Okeh 


Before the convention, there was much 
talk that the reorganization plans, 
which had been in the works for months, 
were to be hotly contested. The almost 
total lack of discussion and the complete 
unanimity with which the new corpora- 
tion was set up flabbergasted practically 
everyone at the convention. Many took 
this as an unhealthy sign, a sign of dis- 
interest. Many familiar with organiza- 
tions, trade and otherwise, favored a cef- 
tain amount of internal strife as a 
healthy omen—that the members were 


. thinking about and concerned over in- 


dustry problems. Others, however, said 
that the concern and thinking had been 
expressed before the convention opened; 
that the broadcasters had finished mull- 
ing over the new set-up and came to 
Washington prepared to do a specific job. 
Voting for the new plan was that job. 

Reorganization was enabled thru 
adoption of a new set of by-laws. Chief 
aspects of the latter are a paid president, 
yet to be selected; a paid secretary- 
treasurer, doing away with the present 
managing director’s office; establishment 
of 17 districts thruout the United States 
and Alaska and Hawaii; a board of di- 
rectors of 23, 17 coming from the dis- 
tricts, one from each, the remaining 
six to be two each from large, medium 
and small stations, ranked according to 
wattage, and a new and higher scale of 
dues, based on net receipts of time sales.

Stations in 3d NAB District 
Burned at Caucus Vote Switch 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. — Owners of 
stations in the National Association of 
Broadcasters’ newly created District Three 
(Pennsylvania, Delaware and New Jersey) 
are plenty burned at the election of Clair 
McCullough, of Lancaster’s WGAL, as di- 
rector of the board of the organization. 
Election of the Lancaster man was said 
to have been made possible by WIP’s 
Benedict Gimbel, who was reported 
pledged with others to have voted for 
Theodore Streibert, vice-president of the 
Mutual Broadcasting System and general 
manager of WOR. 

Other Philadelphians and operators of 
New Jersey and up-State Pennsylvania 
stations held a caucus prior to the elec- 
tions Monday in Washington and agreed 
to vote for Streibert. The election seemed 


to be in the bag. However, when the 
ballot was taken two members of the 
caucus were away and when the vote was 
counted McCullough had been elected by 
a@ vote of seven to five. A count of noses 
was made and it was learned that Gimbel 
had decided to change his vote. 

McCullough, who is a political power in 
central Pennsylvania, is reported to favor 
a Pennsylvania radio chain with WIP as 
the eastern terminus. 

WIP now has several important ac- 
counts that are fed the stations over the 
Mutual network. Mutual lately has 
strengthened its relations with WFIL, 
ending possibilities of a schism between 
WFIL and the network. It may evolve 
that Mutual husiness now on WIP may 
no longer get that clearance and revert in 
toto to WFIL. Latter has dropped its 
close WLW line attention.

— Authoritative 
sources revealed this week that local 
hotel men have signed an agreement 
among themselves stating they will stay 
off the air for a period of one year un- 
less the $100 weekly service charge 
imposed January 15 by the radio sta- 
tions is lifted. 

Lewis B. Ermeling, secretary of Chi- 
cago’s Greater Hotel Association, flatly 
denied the report, however, and stated 
that he would certainly be in a position 
to know if such a pact had been adopted. 

Reason given for conflict of reports 
is that, assuming hostelry managers had 
agreed to the year’s ban on paid re- 
motes, it would be a bad piece of pub- 
licity for them, because orks wanting a 
radio wire would steer clear of Chi until 
the year’s recess ended.

Offer Radio as Legit Training 
Corps; Orson Welles and Others 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Radio has sud- 
denly gone and done the totally unex- 
pected. It has served as a testing and 
Proving grounds for young talent that is 
how playing to good notices and box 
office in. several highbrow legit shows. 
Radio’s value as a training ground has, 
however, been so casual—cynics will say 
unintentional—that it comes as a sur- 
Prise to radio itself to find that its tal- 
ent has merited a nod from the first- 
String critics on the dailies. 

Radio training responsible for this has 
consisted largely of emoting in crassly 
commercial and supremely unimportant 
skits to boost the sale of soap, toothpaste 
or saddle polish. But the training’s been 
rigid and practical. No long six weeks’ 
rehearsals trained radio’s hopefuls. Quick 
Study, hasty rehearsals and rushed pro- 
ductions grounded players in wringing 
as much as possible from the lines. 
Make-up and costumes have been lacking 
‘to make hams better than they actually 
Were. While such “training” paid divi- 


dends of from $300 to $600 weekly for 
the successful handful, their fate was 
something akin to that accorded actors 
who played in pictures in the early days 
of the flying tintypes. 

Back in those days the Broadway actor 
who risked his rep by appearing before 
the camera was a rash fellow. The stand- 
patters visualized pictures as & passing 
fad which would be quickly forgotten, 
Actors of the same type sniffed at radio, 
but now radio has developed its own 
crew whose playing is making Broadway 
reputations. 

While some of these younger radio 
actors received stage training at various 
dramatic talent factories or on the straw 


hat circuit, many of them have depend-, 


ed upon radio for practical training in 
show business. Orson Welles has de- 
rived much of his income and experience 
from radio (he’s the lead in The 
Shadow). His Mercury Theater. well 
staffed with radio players, has been one 
(See OFFER RADIO on page 9)

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Fizdale Points To “Oversight” 


In Billboard Publicity 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—The letter pub- 
lished below was received by The Bill- 
board this week from Tom Fizdale in 
connection with the Radio Editor Press 
Department survey published in the issue 
of February 19, It is published in fairness 
to Fizdale and without comment. 


“Strictly and positively with the atti- 
tude of getting a square deal—and defi- 
nitely not with the intention of acting 
like the jilted suitar—-I would like to com- 
ment on the returns of your Radio Editors 
Publicity poll in The Billboard of Febru- 
ary 19, 

“At the outset I’d like to make clear 
the fact that I consider the poll of tre- 
mendous importance to the trade, doubly 
so because it was honestly conceived and 
conducted. Respecting its trade value, I 
think you can understand my desire to 
amplify certain portions of the poll that 
seem to imply that my organization runs 
second in what is apparently a two-horse 
race: Ferris vs. Fizdale. 


“On page seven, under the bank-slug: 
‘Space Grabbers,’ your editorializing finds 
justified consideration of press agents 
Josefsberg and Alber’s mathematical 
showing in the survey because they are 
comparative newcomers in the matter of 
national operations. 

“I am surprised at the obvious over- 
sight in which you neglected to explain 
the mechanics attendant to my purchase 
of Bob Taplinger’s business for con- 
solidation with my own. 

“In the following paragraphs I hope to 
show you the mitigating circumstances 
for our rating in the number two posi- 
tion on ‘best copy,’ rather than the num- 
ber one position. 


Merger 


“After operating in Chicago with a 
happy degree of success I purchased the 
Taplinger business when Bob became 
West Coast director of publicity and radio 
for Warner Brothers. The time was Oc- 
tober, 1937. 

“This business was merged with my 
own Chicago enterprise at great expense 
in terms of time and money. I had ac- 
quired a New York and Hollywood office 
conducted by another man. Taplinger’s 
work was admirable, I must concede, but 
any. type of newspaper or publicity work 
is directed by the policy of the man in 
charge. Too many things in this business 
are optional and no two techniques cor- 
respond. 

“Briefly, Taplinger worked well, but 
there were certain things that I would 
have done differently, assuming the re- 
sponsibility in any outcome. In publicity, 
like in any other business, there is more 


Survey 


than one approach. And, like in any 
other business, each man believes his own 
way is most effective. 

“Thus, for all practical purposes, Fiz- 
dale had been in the national publicity 
field. Actually, he had been servicing 
papers nationally from Chicago only, 
short of personal attention in New York 
and Hollywood. 


“This is analogous to a newspaper de- 
pendent on wire services, in comparison 
with a sheet that can afford its exclusive 
correspondents to point up a story. 


“Assuming that The Billboard Survey 
was initiated about two months ago, Tom 
Fizdale outfit was judged on the basis of 
three months’ work, I honestly think this 
rates editorial credit for our second-place 


status. 
Exploitation 


“Too, I notice the absence of any men- 
tion of publicity that does not originate 
in the typewriter. You are probably pre- 
paring such comment on exploitation and 
Iam probably failing to anticipate such a 
move, If such is the case, be sure I am 
sorry in urging attention for our organiza- 
tion’s work in exploitation. 


“Without obnoxious conceit, I hope, I 
would like to say that we have done the 
outstanding exploitation work in radio, 
Here’s part of the record: 


“The celebration of Eddie Cantor’s 25 
years in the theater was promoted by our 
office. Original plans were engineered by 
Taplinger, but he left the scene for War- 
ner Brothers before the ‘stunt’ came off. 


“On Benny Goodman: It was our office 
that brought together S. Hurok, the im- 
presario, and the William Esty Advertis- 
ing Company on the matter of promoting 
Benny Goodman’s concért in Carnegie 
Hall. I think you're sufficiently familiar 
with those results to appraise the pub- 
licity job. 

“Anatural? Without attempting to be- 
little, let me point out that Goodman’s 
publicity, personal and as part of the 
Camel program, was handled by other 
press agents before Fizdale came on the 
scene. It was just a ‘natural’ for them— 
if they had tried. 

“TI believe ours is the first independent 
publicity office that ever added to the 
convenience of radio editors thruout the 
country by preparing press sheets, mats, 
pictures, etc. Don’t you think our office 
rates attention on this? 

“We are anxious to have an explana- 
tion of our status rather than open season 
on apologies which I don’t feel we have 
to make. TOM FIZDALE, INC.

Decea Writes Stations To

Using Records for Broadcasting 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 19.—A warning 
to radio stations to cease the use of 
its records was sent out this week by 
the Decca Record Company, following 
in the footsteps of RCA-Victor, which 
issued a similar ban several weeks ago. 


In a letter to studio execs the company 
points out that it owns a property right 
in the product and that commercial uses 
of the records are illegal. 


“Use of Decca records for commercial 
purposes, such as radio broadcasts, con- 
stitutes an infringement of our rights 
and a breach of contract between us and 
the original ‘purchasers of the records,” 
the letter declared. The company as- 
Berted that the use of the records for 
“profit-making purposes” constituted, 
“unfair competition,” for which it had 
the right to enjoin and claim damages. 

Ban is also expected to extend to coin- 
operated recording machines. The lat- 
ter are also under fire of the National 
Association of Performing Artists, plan-

Speeches 


Three speeches were made to the con- 
vention, which was cut short one day 
from the expected three, ending Tuesday 
afternoon instead of Wednesday. Chair- 
man Frank McNinch, of the FCC; Com- 
mander T. A. M. Craven, of the same 
body, and Senator Burton Wheeler made 
the addresses. McNinch diverted from 
his original manuscript. Highlights were 
to advise broadcasters not to try to use 
political pull in attempting to further 
or improve their positions individually 
or collectively; not to offer phony co- 
operation to the FCC when the 
operation really meant that the Cc 
should adopt the broadcasters’ favored 
policies; that improper conduct would 
bring emphatic federal regulation; that 


the industry should desist from liquor 
advertising, and he threatened possible 
anti-monopoly (chain) action. 


Craven spoke in favor of the American 
system of broadcasting, but took sharp 
exception with Baldwin’s comments on 
the Havana conference. Baldwin in his 
report said U. S. stations would suffer 
from the treaty; Craven denied this, say- 
ing nothing in the treaty would injure 
the clear channels established for this 
country or other stations upon realloca- 
tion. Craven saw the treaty as an op- 
portunity to settle “a difficult inter- 
national problem.” 4 


Monopoly, the focal point of previous 
attacks by Senator Wheeler, was again 
placed under fire. Montana senator 
warned on this point; called licensing 
temporary control of a national asset: 
said that only broadcasters’ “own folly” 
would bring governmental ownership and 
operation; warned against failure to 
service communities; network control of 
indie stations by time sales on the latter 
by the former.

Current Program Comment 


This column is devoted to brief reviews of programs which have been on the air 
for some time, as well as shows, which, already reviewed, rate further mention. 
Basis is that a one-time program review is inadequate for a production that varies 


each time it is presented. 


There’s little change to report on the 
Amos ’n’ Andy routine now that they 
are set under the Campbell banner. 
There’s been a contest with reward of 
2,500 cakes of soap, debts to be paid to 
the Kingfish and the prospect of a ses- 
sion in the cooler if the debts aren’t 
paid. Familiar expressions and charac- 
terizations continue to make this stanza 
seemingly firmly implanted on the 
American scene as well as any radio pro- 
gram can be. But Campbell’s plugs won't 
implant themselves so well, unless they 
are a trifle shaved. Go overboard in slabs 
of self-praise 


George H. Combs, who spiels news for 
WHN, New York, displays a tendency at 
times to editorialize on various topics, 
but he generally manages to stick close 
to the news. While Combs doesn’t use 
any artificial vocal devices to get the 
spotlight, at times his voice appears 
somewhat strained. Listeners, however, 
probably lose sight of this after a few 
minutes as Combs concentrates much 
news in his quarter-hour stint. At 
times the ex-legislator over-uses s0o- 
called colorful, dramatic verbs to get 
himself over, but again his range of 
topics helps balance this. 


Deft and farce-light, a recent Grand 
Hotel playlet, H for Two, 
played very closely to the headlines to 
good results. It concerned two sets of 


honeymooners who went to Moscow to 
do their heavy spooning. One pair of 


the newlyweds, however, wanted to rid 
themselves of set number two. To do 
this, they pretended that they were spies 
and, of course, were suspected of being 
the McCoy. Diplomatic complications 
developed after it was feared the “spies” 
had met with foul play, but it all ended 
on a happy note.

WPG Reports $864 
Loss During °37 


ATLANTIC CITY, Feb. 19.—While it 
showed a profit in direct operation, mu- 
nicipal Radio Station WPG during the 
year 1937 was conducted at a loss of 
$864.14 due to an item entitled “depre- 
ciation*on studio equipment.” Annual 
report of station was submitted to 
Mayor C. D. White this week ‘by Man- 
ager Norman Reed, showing gross re- 
ceipts during 1937 of $105,595.91 as 
against $104,731.77 in expenses. BEquip- 
ment depreciation was listed as $2,753.79, 
making the losses $1,889.70. This was a 
big improvement over 1936, which 
showed a setback of $7,496.56. 

Report further stated that during the 
five-year period the station was op- 
erated by CBS the annual average loss 
was $26,000. During the year WPG was 
on the air 5,130 hours. 

Facilities of the station have been ex- 
tended to conventions, and, according to 
the report, “while the station has been 
feeling the results of the current reces- 
sion, it has managed to keep pace with 
the corresponding period of 1936, and 
even with the added expense of a staff 
orchestra it is hoped that the 1938 re- 
port will reflect an even greater im- 
provement.” 

Application to the Federai Commu- 
nications Commission by WPG for a 
change of channel frequency is pending, 
a if granted will give station full 

ime.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Radio and na- 
tional magazines were rapped in a news- 
paper ad this week boosting Southern 
newspapers. The ad plugged 19 South- 
eastern papers and cracked down on 
radio by declaring in a headline “Radio 
Can’t Do the Job in the Southeast.” 
Some of the copy declared: “The most 
enthusiastic estimates of radio owner- 
ship and coverage in the Southeast will 
show that it lags far behind the average 
for the country as a whole. This is not 
a question of buying power, but is large- 
ly due to the year-round climate, which 
invites people out-of-doors to many di- 
versions.” 

While this closely follows the opening 
of American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation’s campaign to advertise news- 
papers’ ad columns, it is not considered 
likely that the publishers’ drive will sin- 
gle radio out as an enemy. Such out- 
breaks as this are believed to be spas- 
modic and are not likely to be the key- 
note of the campaign. Altho the ANPA 
declared that it will “attempt to bring 
down to earth exaggerated claims of 
other media,” it has been indicated that 
newspaper publishers will not attempt 
to follow the Crowell Publishing Com- 
pany’s recent policy of damning radio in 
favor of their own media. 

There are several dollar-and-cents as 
well as “ethical” reasons for publishers 
not wanting to attack radio. Too many 
publishers are radio station owners to 
muke it practical for dailies to sock ra- 
dio. Hearst, Scripps-Howard, Chicago 
Tribune, Des Moines Register and Trib- 


_une and 200 other dailies own or are 


affiliated with stations. Because of this 
publishers are unlikely to knock radio 
with one hand and peddle time with the 
other. 

ANPA’s official attitude is that it will 
stress newspapers’ powers in its cam- 
paign and that the drive will not go out 
of its way to pan other media.

Inconsistent, .Eds 
Say of News Bureaus 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Criticism aimed 
at United Press and International News 
Service by radio editors in The Billboard’s 
Radio Editor survey spotlights a seem- 
ing inconsistency. Both wire services 
furnish news to radio stations, yet pass 
up wired radio columns for station and 
newspaper clients. UP sends actual radio 
news over its wires, but does not send 
highlights or gossip out as Associated 
Press does. Hearst organization runs 
Dinty Doyle and Nick Kenny’s columns in 
various newspapers and also syndicates a 
cartoon feature, Ratlio Stars, but does not 
run much radio material over the wire. 
Omission or play-down attitude is, how- 
ever, not an oversight. In furnishing 
stations with news, both INS and UP have 
risked antagonizing newspaper clients and 
feared that additional radio news might 
inflame publishers, 


Fact, however, that AP sends news 
over its wires and dailies survive is seen 
as an indication that UP and INS may 
follow suit. It is believed that the safest 
opener would be a radio column edited 
for station use, with possible newspaper 
service by mail. Radio editors often dou- 
ble up on other jobs, and papers have 
been encouraged to use AP material be- 
cause it is a time-saver for part-time 
scribes. 

AP, because of its set-up, does not face 
the conditions that UP and INS do in 
radio news. AP is controlled by member 
papers which set its policy, while INS and 
UP are private organizations which set 
their own policies. An added factor is 
that AP news cannot be sold to stations 
for resale, while both UP and INS sell 
their news to stations. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Chicago Tribune- 
Daily News Syndicate is sounding out sta- 
tions to see if they will go for syndicated 
features usually sold to newspapers. Fea- 
tures, currently used in the New York 
News, Chicago Tribune and other news- 
papers, are being offered to stations in 
hopes of finding a new market for news- 
paper material, 


Stu Erwin Most 
In Cultivating 


(This story is another in the series 
derived from editors’ answers in The Bill- 
board Editor survey). 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Radio enter- 
tainers don’t spend much of their time 
writing to editors or seeking to “culti- 
vate their friendship.” Radio editors of 
149 newspapers reveal that only a third 
of the scribes believe that performers or 
band leaders make any conscious effort 
to “cultivate” them and some of the 
editors like it. Almost as surprising is 
the fact that the entertainer heard from 
most often is Stuart Erwin, who is new 
to radio and whose series ends next 
month. Erwin sends many informal 
“notes” to radio editors; 21 editors re- 
ported that they hear from him regu- 
larly. Erwin, who is repped by Margaret 
Ettinger, tops the list of letter-writers. 
Also surprising was the runner-up, an- 
nouncer Jean Paul King, who came thru 
second, with 10 editors saying they re- 
ceive mail from him. Joan Blaine and 
Ben Bernie tied for third place with six 
editors reporting letters from each. 

Two methods are used by radio enter- 
tainers to “cultivate” editors. Local boys 
can be met around the studios and 
places, while out-of-town editors must 
be contacted by mail. Stars occasionally 
go out of their way to meet editors when 
traveling, while a few editors in the sticks 
make occasional treks to New York and 
Hollywood for material and thus furnish 
entertainers with a chance to “meet” 
them. 

A good many performers send Christ-

mas and New Year’s cards, but only a few 
were reported sending presents. Only one 
listed was Major Bowes. Performers who 
write include teams, announcers, band 
leaders and others. 

Editors’ reaction to “fan mail” is 
mixed, but there’s a definite sore nursed 
if the mail sounds phony. Says a Day- 
ton editor: “‘I hope you like me’ letters 
run off by the hundreds have a negative 
effect on most editors.” 


“Morton Bowe cultivates acquaint- 
ance,” Dorothy Mattison, of The Worces- 
ter (Mass.) Telegram and Gazette, re- 
ported, “and he can do it very effec- 
tively and inoffensively.” Carl Ek, of The 
Passaic (N. J.) Herald-News, wants to 
know if he's “supposed to be dope enough 
to believe Erwin means it” when he 
invites him to drop in to see him 
some time. Richard G. Moffett, of The 
Times-Union, in Jacksonville, Fla., sug- 
gests a form of “compensation” for look- 
ing over the releases. Another editor 
nurses a peeve at performers who thank 
“me for stuff in my daily column fre- 
quently when I have not mentioned 
them. Ben Bernie is the worst offender 
along this line.” 

Other performers in the running in- 
clude Horace Heidt and Guy Lombardo 
with four each, Major Bowes with three 
(including the present), and Morton 
Bowe, Dolly Dawn, Eddie Cantor, Paul 
Whiteman, Jack Benny, Gertrude Niessen 
and Lum and Abner, with two each. 
About 20 other network performers sent 
at least one letter to editors. 


“Cratified” 
S. “Gratifie 
prestige in foreign countries, particularly 
Latin America, 
Such broadcasts have increased greatly 
during the past six months. Increase is 
due to America’s attempt to combat 
Fascist and Communistic propaganda 
slanted toward democratic Latin Ameri- 
can and European nations, 


While the State Department or Federal 
Communications Commission have made 
few important official announcements, 
it is understood that the State depart- 
ment was “gratified” to learn of an in- 
crease in shortwavers by National Broad- 
casting Company and other firms. Like- 
wise, the FCC showed preference too in 
granting short-wave licenses to firms be- 
lieved to possess the best short-wave 
equipment. 


This increase attributed to what ap- 
pears to be almost a “campaign” to edu- 
cate Americans to the necessity of using 
short-wave radio to maintain “face” and 
standing in Latin America and Europe. 
A study of the files of New York papers 
for the past few months reveals a consid- 
erable number of articles and editorials 
dealing with short-wave radio. General 
tone of these news and feature articles 
stresses the influence of European 
propaganda broadcasts to Latin America 
as contrasted with the limited number 
of American broadcasts. Dailies of dif- 
ferent political shades appear to get to- 
gether on this matter. The solidly Re- 
publican Herald-Tribune referred to 
Europe’s broadcasts as “intellectual ma- 
chine guns” and reflected the general 
tone of the editorials and articles. 


Foreign nations have a two-sided ax 
to grind when they bombard other coun- 
tries with propaganda. One is to spread 
their particular theory: of government. 
The second and closely related idea to 
cement the export and import trade of 
other nations by air propaganda. Musi- 
cal, cultural and variety shows are used 
to sugar-coat propaganda messages, 
while direct newscasts are also used. 
Much distortion and editorializing have 
been found in many of these newscasts. 
American programs, on the other hand, 
stick to entertainment and straight news 
broadcasts in various tongues. The 
American aim is to counteract distorted 
news by broadcasting actual facts, un- 
colored and unbiased. 


Eye-to-Eye 
While no official statements have been 
issued by the government, various politi- 
cal leaders as well as industrialists have 
been greatly concerned over the exten- 
Bions of European nations’ spheres of 
influence in Latin America as well as in 
neighboring European countries. In the 
shortwaving of American programs to 
Latin America and Europe, one of the 
few instances in which business and the 
government have seen eye-to-eye has 
occurred. Business leaders have been 
fearful that American goods would be 
frozen out of many foreign markets be- 
cause of propaganda from other nations 
and approve of American counter-propa- 
ganda. 
Included in the short-wave broadcasts 
to foreign nations are: NBC’s 32 news- 
casts in English, 17 in Spanish, 5 in 
Portuguese, 12 in French, 10 in German 
and 5 in Italian. NBC shortwaves from 
9 am. to midnight; staff members, 10. 
Other programs are shortwaved by Co- 
lumbia’s W2XE and W3XAU, General 
Electric’s W2XAD and W2XAF, Westing- 
house’s W8XK, Crosley’s W8XAL, World- 
Wide’s W1XAL and W2XK, W4XB and 
WoOXF. 


Shortwavings cannot be sponsored and 
it is not believed that attempts will be 
made to change this FCC ruling as it is 
feared foreign nations would raise objec- 
tions to their nationals being bombarded 
with direct American advertising.

From Out Front

It may have been gathered last week, in the course of a review of Thornton 
Wilder’s Our Town, that this’ cormer—a citadel of lowbrow lack of taste—was 
altogether impervious to the soul-stirring beauty created by Mr. Wilder when he 
described a New England town thru recited stage directions rather than scenery. It 
may have been noticed, too, that Mr. Wilder’s insistently mouthed claim that, in 
his play, he was representing all of American small-town life, together with a 
complete panorama of American small-town philosophy, thru 
the somewhat simple medium of a trite, treacle-filled and 
appallingly sentimental little boy-and-girl love story, was 
greeted in this precinct by something dangerously akin to a 
Bronx cheer. Of course, the love story was padded out with 
descriptions of the town—descriptions distinguished neither 
by acute observation nor by fine writing—and with the daily 
routine acts of other inhabitants and much pretentious 
philosophizing. But the fact remained that the scheme of 
Our Town, if Mr. Wilder had had the honesty and the com- 
petence to present it with scenery, would have been nothing 
but a stageful of saccharine-tainted psuedo-philosophy. With- 
out scenery it became a theatrical novelty, a Times Square 
boobstartler that frightened the always-nervous-about-new- 
art aesthetes into a series of bleats that sounded like cheers. 

Anyhow, an enterprising reporter for The New York Sun 
saw Mr. Wilder and asked him how come, and in fairness 
to the author this corner _ his reply—tho I reserve the 
right to make (within usual sacred confines of the 
editorial parenthesis) my own comments,

Said Mr. Wilder: “If the intention of the play had been merely a description 
of village life, its incidents, its joys and its dejections, the play would certainly have 
employed scenery. But, the subject being such a life against the larger background 
of ideas (what ideas?), every care had to be taken that the realistic detail should 
not be seen, thru charm and picturesqueness, as an end in itself. (No one, I have 
a hunch, thought that Eugene O’Neill had written Ah, Wilderness! simply as a 
background for the scenery). The absence of scenery calls upon the imagination of 
the spectator and automatically begins to carry it into the world of generalities.” 

This, as Mr. Emanuel Eisenberg would say, I categorically deny. Absence of 
scenery, being an arresting and eye-fastening novelty in the theater of today (as 
even a man capable of perpetrating Mr. Wilder’s “philosophical” comments must 
certainly see) must inevitably do just the opposite. The absence of scen neces- 
sarily rivets attention upon itself. Far from being carried “automatically” into 
“the world of generalities,” the imagination of the spectator is forcefully chained 
to the stage. Either Mr. Wilder isn’t telling the truth in his “explanation” or else 
he hasn't even a faint idea of what the stage is all about. Anyone who has seen 
Our Town, I suspect, will be inclined to favor the latter alternative. 

Also, to carry the spectator’s mind into a world of generalities is to defeat the 
primary purpose, method and, in fact, excuse for being of the theater, to which 
abstractions are anathema. But that’s another question. 


Mr. Wilder continues: “The sparseness of the stage is, moreover, an allusion 
to the New England thought-world, a world of understatement and apparent disdain 
of sensual enjoyment.” This, I submit, is pure poppycock. You could with as much 
justice claim that the peep-show presentation of a nude woman carrying a spear 
was an allusion to the stark reality of war. Also, how Mr. Wilder expected any 
audience not gifted with his own particular brand of insight to “get’” an allusion 
so tenuous baffles me. Prankly, it all sounds uncommonly like an example of pro- 
fessorial rationalization. 


The pretentiously high-falutin’, intellectually bankrupt and emotionally sterile 
treatment of death in the last act—wherein characters sit in chairs in an imagined 
cemetery and welcome a new corpse to their midst with much talk of the delights 
of calm waiting—is also defended by the author. Says Mr. Wilder: “The treatment 
of death is not in conformity with the religious ideas promulgated in all those little 
white churches. Their dogmatic and optimistic viewpoint is accorded to the 
bereaved. But I cannot help feeling that the unflinching psychological grasp of 
the tragic background of life, which is a tacit assumption of the New England 
mind, has in reality a picture much like that presented in the third act: a belief

On the stage of Henry Miller’s Theater 
these nignts the curious may see on 
display Mr. Prederick Lonsdale’s newest 
theatrical toy-balloon, a brightly col- 
ored little play made up of a tenuously 


thin surface filled entirely with hot air. ' 


Mr. Gilbert Miller presented it Tuesday 
night. For the most part it bobs 
about on the floor of the Miller stage. 
going in no particular direction, even 
tho Miss Ina Claire wastes a great deal 
of energy trying to keep it afloat on the 
breeze of her consummate comic artistry. 
Miss Claire, it may as well be said at 
once, does one of her finest jobs in re- 
cent years, charming, knowing, beauti- 
fully pointed, wise, witty and entirely 
delightful; but even Miss Claire, with all 
of her vitality and ability and charm, 
can’t resuscitate this mildly nostalgic 
memory of the days when opulent the- 
atergoers relished a few assorted lords 
and ladies mixed with infidelities and 
epigrams. Mr. Lonsdale has clung 
tenaciously to an old formula—an old 
formula that at one time he made par- 
ticularly his own—but he seems a bit 
stiff about it. Unless memory errs, the 
earlier Lonsdale efforts had at least some 
faint tinge of action to offset the bril- 
lant verbal onslaughts that flashed, like 
remarkably bodiless dragon-flies, thru 
the gauze of his dramaturgy. He has 
been unable to recapture any such tinge 
of action—and even his epigrams seem 
to creak a little at the knees. 


Allowing for those fundamental dif- 
ferences, however, it is the old formula. 
The Miller stage is thus infested with 
the expected swarm of lords and ladies, 
all of them busily engaged in being as 
British as a tepid drink—an occupation 
they vary only to indulge airily in an 
epigram or an infidelity or a combina- 
tion of both. The scene is very properly 
the home of the Duke of Hampshire, 
where the lords and ladies drop in like 
English-accented ants at a pompous pic- 
nic. And the two chief characters are, 
again very properly, the Duke himself 
(Johnny to his intimates) and his 
Duchess, Nancy. 

After seven years of happily married 
life the Duke has taken up with Liz 
Pleydell, wife of his best friend, a cheap 
little wench (so the playwright insists, 
without giving much evidence of it), 
whom he invests with all the glowing 
attributes called forth by a romantic 


imagination. Nancy, a wise lady who . 


loves him, speaks to him about it, forces 
him to confess it, is very nice and un- 
derstanding, and finally, without any 
real urging on her part, gets him to give 
the girl up. Liz, a wise wench who 
knows the power of physical attraction, 
decides to go away to South Africa. 

A month later Johnny has relin- 
quished all vestiges of resistance and 
decides to go with her—a decision that 
Nancy learns by eavesdropping. She 
forces Johnny to admit it, and then con- 
fronts Liz in what was, I imagine, in- 
tended as the play’s big scene. She over- 
whelms the lass with a flood of Mr. 


Lonsdale’s choice witticisms, and ends 
by announcing that she'll never divorce 
Johnny, 2 statement that makes Liz see 
everything in a different light. 


Liz—- 
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the coronet of a Duchess (or whatever it 
is that a Duchess wears) gleaming be- 
fore her large, bedroom eyes—tells John- 
ny that he can’t go with her unless 
Nancy consents to a divorce, and Johnny, 
his dreams of a great love that over- 
rides worldly considerations crashing 
about his ears, begins to see the light. 
He tries to persuade Nancy to grant his 
freedom; she, being a wise lady, does 
grant it, and Johnny tells Liz that she 
won't, thus somewhat dubiously choos- 
ing the delights of home and fireside. 
The whole thing has about as much con- 
tent as a folded paper bag. 

Also the characterizations leave 
plenty to be desired. Johnny is just a 
stuffed shirt who fails enthusiastically 
to justify all the fuss that’s made over 
him. Nancy, if you examine her closely, 
Wwavers in character more than she 
should. And the abominable Liz, until 
the cards are stacked against her char- 
acter by the playwright in the last act, 
seems by long odds the nicest of the 
three: until that point there’s no real 
evidence that she doesn’t actually love 
Johnny and want to rescue him from a 
stodgy home. As for the animated fish 

tho float vaguely thru the fringes of 

e action, they're less characters than 
. rarebit-dream of High Society. 

Miss Claire, as remarked before, gives 
a glittering, intelligent, beautifully 
Played performance, and does her best 
to rescue the evening; as a matter of 
fact, her artistry is worth the price of 
admission, if you don’t care particularly 
about seeing a play. Hugh Williams does 
what he can with the stuffed-shirt 
Johnny, Viola Keats gives a remarkably 
good performance as Liz, particularly 
considering the material she had to work 
with, and a good number of the minor 
participants are remarkably hard to take. 
Mr, Miller's direction and production are, 
as always, above reproach. 

One young lady, when queried as to 
her reaction, said, “It’s nice to see it ‘all 
again.” I, however, disagree—with a 
wave of my hand in the general direc- 
tion of the title.

week is that Albert Lewis, making a 
welcome return as a Broadway producer, 
stubbed his toe over a sentimental anec- 
dote masquerading as a play. The name 
of the anecdote is Roosty; Mr, Lewis pre- 
sented it at the Lyceum Monday night; 
and his return to Broadway will be brief 
unless he elects to make another produc- 
tion. Roosty closed Saturday. 


Martin Berkeley, the author, had a nice 
enough basis for a sentimental melo- 
drama, but that’s all—a nice enough 
basis and no knowledge of what to do 
with it. As a result he steers a straight 
course thru all melodramatic rocks, with 
every bit of his action easily predictable 
after the end of the prolog, and with all 
of his characters meeting the exigencies 
of the plot, rather than vise versa. Also, 
his lack of playmaking technique is un- 
happily demonstrated by the prolog and 
the first scene, both of which could have 
been dropped bodily without any loss 
and without even adding any lines later. 

What there is of Roosty tells about the 
young son of a notorious public enemy, 
idolizing his dad and following him until 
finally the kid is captured by the police. 
At the instigation of a welfare society 
he is farmed out to the Schuster home- 
stead, where Maw is scared by his pa’s 
reputation, and where young Ed, in the 
intervals between trying to make the 
farm pay, speaks idyllic love to Kate, the 
village schoolmarm. The young people 
take Roosty, the kid, under their wing 
and bring out in him a love for the 
farm, a veering away from his former 
ideals. 


Then, of course, Roosty’s pa comes on 
the scene, fittingly incognito. He stays a 
week while Roosty debates whether or 
not to leave his newfound happiness; the 
farm-dwellers suspect who Pa is, and 
there is an attempt to inject some hyped- 
up suspense when Maw ineffectually 
phones the village constable; Roosty con- 
sumes a scene or two wavering between 
his two purposes—while all the rest of 
the characters also waver without moti- 
vation, like a group of chuckle-headed 
poplars in the wind. And then Roosty 
decides to stay on the farm. That's all. 

Mr. Lewis, to make it all even more 
a pity, has assembled an excellent cast, 
with Russell Hardy bringing strength 
and humor to Ed; Katherine Emery play- 
ing with far more sincerity than the lines 
merit-—-or even allow—as Kate; Mary 
Morris doing a strong, quiet job as Maw, 
and William Harrigan offering his usual 
steady, reliable and always excellent work 
as the public enemy. Young James Mc- 
Callion scores splendidly in the title role 
so long as he confines himself to comedy 
and surface scenes, but he’s pretty sad 
when called upon to do a bit of heavy 
emoting at the final curtain. That’s 
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probably the yesult of his long radio 
training. 

The direction, handled by Lee Stras- 
berg until a few days before the open- 
ing and then taken over by Mr. Lewis, 
is stymied by the material—or, rather, 
the lack of it. Thereé not much you 
can do with a play that gently skims 
the surface of an incident.

The Action of the Play Begins With Becket’s 
Return From France, After His Formal Recon- 
ciliation With King Henry I! of England at the 
Instance of the Pope. 

At least one must bow to the courage 
of Gilbert Miller, who made his second 
production of the week on Wednesday 
when, in association with Ashley Dukes, 
he presented 'T. S. Eliot’s poetic drama, 
Murder in the Cathedral, at the Ritz 
Theater. For Murder in the Cathedral, 
as you probably don’t have to be told, 
was given a magnificent production two 
years ago by the Federal Theater Project, 
in the days when that adjunct of 
paternal government was young, vigorous 
and healthy. The production then, as 
remarked, was magnificent; hosts of New 
Yorkers flocked to see it at a price only 
a fraction of that which must be charged 
by Messrs. Miller and Dukes at the Ritz, 
and the chances of the current presen- 
tation therefore seem slight. They seem 
all the slighter when the inevitable com. 
parisons are made. 

The company now playing at the Ritz 
is the same that performed the play for 
more than 600 times in London, amid a 
thick mist of critical adulation; but, 
honesty coming before politeness in a re- 
view, it must be said that it comes 
nowhere near the American government- 
relief troupe in stature. It lacks the 
magnificent humanity, the towering 
strength, the flaming honesty, the finely 
shaded and beautifully thought-out 
readings, the overpowering emotional 
surge brought to the chief character by 
Harry Irvine, a veteran stock actor who 
played the lead in the WPA version. It 
lacks the strength, movement, fire and 
theatrical excitement of the WPA di- 
rection, in the hands of Halsted Welles; 
and it lacks the majestic space, the calm 
grandeur, the finely and picturesquely 
serviceable WPA setting designed by Tom 
Adrian Cracraft. Comparisons are, of 
course, all the things that platitude- 
bound sages say they are, but in this 
case they are obvious enough to be al- 
together unavoidable. 

The play itself is a difficult one—and 
even that is putting it mildly. It does 
include some brilliantly startling images, 
some brightly beautiful lines, some im- 
pact of surging dramatic poetry; but it 
also contains a vast amount of self- 
conscious twaddle—and, in its cerebral 
maunderings, it proves itself about as fit 
for the stage as a dramatization of the 
binomial theorem. 

T. S. Eliot, its author, seems con- 
stantly striving, self-consciously striving, 
for effects in his word-patterns; some- 
times he is successful—but for the most 
part he simply overstrains. And in his 
would-be impassioned description of the 
martyrdom of Thomas a Becket he never 
seems altogether honest in either his 
fundamental thesis, his seeking after ef- 
fect or his efforts as a poet. The drama 
takes Becket as he returns to England 
after seven years of exile, and seeks to 
probe his thoughts as he is assailed by 
four tempters and as he prepares himself 
for the martyrdom he knows will come. 
Rushing headstrong and fanatical into 
the bloody niche of a saint, he forces 
his priests to open the doors of the 
church to the murderers when they come 
and dies upon the altar. Then the four 
knights who killed him calmly step to 


the footlights and, in would-be satirical 
speeches addressed in prose directly to 
the audience, seek to justify their action 
—the only trouble being that, to at least 
one spectator, they justify it only too 
well. The priests and the women of 
Canterbury then return, and the play 
ends. 

Even when witnessing the magnificent 
production given the drama by the WPA 
I felt that the play was essentially phony. 
As I said then, “Mr. Eliot has certainly 
woven into his work lines heavy with 
the bright gold of poetry. He has just 
as certainly descended perilously close to 
nonsense verse in other passages. ... 
His work gives the impression of being, 
rather than drama, visible music or 
audible dancing. That, one fears, is a 
highly abstract description—but then Mr. 
Eliot’s work is a highly abstract piece.” 

I can now add, in the light of later 
events, that the impression of “visible 
music” or “audible dancing” (shades of 
Lessing and the melange des arts!) was 
given not by Mr. Eliot’s play at all, but 
by the beautiful production then ac- 
corded it. 

To continue: “One doubts Eliot’s com- 
plete honesty as a poet (rather than as a 
violently reactionary propagandist) be- 
cause of the cheap satirical trick which 
completely breaks the mood of his second 
act. If he were a poet rather than a 
propagandist, that break would never 
have occurred—and even as a proga- 
gandist he falls down rather badly, since 
his satire turns out to be directed 
devastatingly against himself. And as 
for his underlying mood, Mr. Eliot takes 
masochistic delight in the blood of self- 
immolation, hymning the _ perverted 
beatitude of suffering and, in his some- 
times magnificent language, indulging in 
a ringing affirmation of the non- 
existent.” 

In the stuffy and mannered presen- 
tation at the Ritz all of the flaws stand 
out. It would be perhaps unfair to go 
into Robert Speaight’s performance as 
the archbishop—which seems like a long 
elocution-school recitation — because 
everyone else in the cast declaims in the 
same way, and the fault must therefore 
be laid the the door of E. Martin Browne, 
the director. No humanity, no flaming 
passion or movement is allowed to dis- 
tort the slow and formalized declama- 
tions. Mr. Speaight recites rather than 
acts his part; the others follow in the 
same line; the chorus of women of Can- 
terbury—which in the WPA version was 
@ fluent and flaming pattern of the 
play’s thought-forms—becomes a rigid 
and stylized grouping of stained-glass- 
window saints; the murder—which was 
in the WPA version an almost hysterically 
exciting moment—is flattened into 2 
sort of mechanistic modern ballet with- 
out music, the climactic episode being 
danced symbolically and without any 
emotional reaction; the setting is heavy 
and close, rigorously excluding any free 
emotional play; and (to end as we be- 
gun) the whole thing is insufferably 
stuffy and stylized. Compared with the 
splendid work of Messrs. Irvine, Welles 
and Cracraft two years ago, the presen- 
tation at the Ritz seems like a fifth-line 
road company—and not a very good one 
at that.

Story, laid in the Civil War period, 
concerns Walter Huston, a small town 
preacher, who comes to a new parish 
with his wife and boy. Struggle is be- 
tween the boy and his father. Huston 
is forced to use hand-me-down clothes 
for his family as part of his salary.

Beulah Bondi, as the 
mother, senses the boy’s feelings and 
tries to heal the growing breach between 
father and son. Huston and the boy 
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finally come to blows and the son runs 
away. 

James Stewart, the son, becomes a 
noted surgeon.

A reunion between mother 
and son is effected by Lincoln. 

Huston’s superb acting does much to 
put this one across. Probably the sur- 
prising thing about the picture is the 
acting of Gene Reynolds, who plays the 
preacher’s son as a boy. Guy Kibbee 
plays his usual humorous role as the 
country doctor. 

Of Human Hearts owes much of its 
appeal to the splendid direction of 
Clarence Brown, who never lets the char- 
acters become unbelievable.

Miss Bashkirtseff, says the legend, 
was tubercular (tho pretty as all-get- 
out) and therefore stymied the realiza- 
tion of the mutual pash. This is sad, 
but what is sadder is that American 
exhibs can’t hope to make money with 
the picture, which is definitely slated 
for the foreign audiences and graduates 
of normal schools. - 

Lili Darvas and Hans Jaray in the 
leads do well enough with their mate- 
rial and so does Szoke Szakall as the 
girl's foster-father. Scheme of the whole 
business, tho, is lightweight. Henry 
Koster, director, is now in Hollywood 
dragging down important money.

But, he says, he provides no angel to guard the newly dead. “In my play they 
themselves must be the masters of their weaning away from terrestrial things.” 


An ignoramus, I look upon those statements, I’m afraid, as boobstartling 
balderdash, just as puerile, shallow and self-consciously muddled as the phony 
“philosophizings” in the play. Undoubtedly I’m dumb, but I wish Mr. Wilder would 
explain his explanation. It doesn’t seem to make much sense to me. 

Also, it has what may, for politeness’ sake, be called a major inaccuracy. A 
“belief in the immortality of the soul, separated from the specific survival of per- 


sonality and memory,” is precisely what 


the third act of Our Town doesn’t have. 


Mr. Wilder’s corpses retain their personalities; they are recognized by the new-dead. 
They retain their memories, for they gabble boringly about people they knew in 
terrestrial life. Is it possible that Mr. Wilder himself doesn’t know what he was 


writing about?

(The well-made play, be it noted, was anything but a “realistic 
method.”) Moreover, no stage could depict the external detail of living as the 
movies can, and I should like to think that again, as in its greatest ages, the 
theater is wide open for a treatment of time, of place and behavior, in broad 


generalities, freedom and poetic life.” 


Aside from the fact that the two clauses of the final sentence have nothing 
whatsoever to do with each other and none of it seems to make much sense, noth- 
ing in the statement has really anything much to do with the absence of scenery. 
Surely even Mr. Wilder can recall one or two plays—even modern plays—that have 
opened the theater for treatments of “time, place and behavior, in generalities, 
freedom and poetic life,” without forcing the customers to stare self-consciously 


at the brick wall of the theater. 
A nasty boor, I persist in thinking 


that Mr. Wilder eliminated scenery, first, 


because such a surface-sensational procedure would appeal to any pompous, pre- 
tentious, self-conscious and fundamentally shallow literary worker, and second, 
because he lacks the ability to write a play in play form. 

An honest, conscientious and able craftsman, working in an art-form chosen 
by himself, could have done all that Mr. Wilder tried to do—and failed to do— 
without debasing himself by ringing in the red herring of a circus treatment.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—While the recording companies are having a time of it 
with the performing artists on property rights and with radio stations to restrict 
the use of the platters for profit, a bombshell has burst on another front that will 


prove mighty embarrassing, to say the least; embarrassing to Decca Record Cor- 
poration and American Record Corporation, which cuts Brunswick, Vocalion, Melo- 


tone, Perfect and Columbia labels, to be specific. 


At the last meeting of the 


Music Publishers’ Protective Association the Tin Pan tycoons voted, after a stormy 


session, to empower their general man- 
ager, Harry Fox, to onceover the method 
of accounting used at the waxworks in 
question in computing royalties due 
the music publishers. 

While the letter of the law calls for a 
divvy on all disks manufactured, many 
pubs claim they would be glad to settle 
for their due on the records sold, even 
allowing the recording companies to take 
advantage of the 10 per cent deduction 
for breakage, in spite of the fact, they 
claim, there is little waste of a destruc- 
tive nature in present manufacturing 
methods. 

Auditing of the books at Decca and 
Brunswick is not being done posthaste, 
Harry Fox taking in a little fishing ex- 
cursion since the pubs passed that mo- 
tion. But any thought that the motion 
will drag out thru the ages as “old busi- 
ness” may be killed by the recording 
companies. A number of indie pubs, 
still smarting over the alleged treatment 
in recording circles, have put the pres- 
sure on Fox, demanding immediate ac- 
tion in no uncertain terms, and Fox has 
given them assurance he’ll see the mud- 
die thru. 

MPPA meeting in question was a blaz- 
ing furnace, with charges and counter- 
charges hurled in every direction. Only 
the Victor Recording Company remains 
unscathed. 

Jack Bregman, Feist general manager, 
is reported to have opposed the measure, 
refusing to be party to the motion on 
the grounds of personal friendship with 
recording officials in question, but John 
O’Connor, manager of Fred Waring’s 
music interest, put Bregman in line. 
Only dissenting vote was cast by A. M. 
Wattenberg, attorney representing the 
Warner Bros. music subsids. Wattenberg 
explained his action was based on the 
fact that Warner has an interest in 
Decca. Wattenberg is at present in 
Florida. 

Charges hurled at the recording com- 
panies during the hectic meeting brought 
out allegations that the greatest discrep- 
ancy shows up in the accounting for 
foreign sales of the platters. One pub 
estimated that Decca owes the music 
men, collectively, about $40,000. It was 
also brought to light that Decca recently 
made a settlement on royalty claims 
with Lou Diamond, general manager of 
Famous Music. 

Fox has sent letters to all absentee 
publishers, apprising them of the mo- 
tion, and the “fun” is yet to start. 


M. K. Loder, treasurer of Brunswick 
Record Corporation, denied the allega- 
tions, claiming all the payments to the 
music pubs are accurate. “The pub- 
lishers have been and are being paid all 
that is coming to them,” he said. 

At Decca, President Jack Kapp opined 
that the music publishers are harping 
on an old tune. “They think we sell 
records by the millions,” he said, “but, 
unfortunately, that is far from being 
true. The publishers are sovereign in 
their rights on their songs and can do 
all the investigating they want.” Kapp 
claims that Harry Fox has already 
checked over the Decca books and found 
nothing irregular. He also denied that 
any settlement had been made with Lou 
Diamond.

Simon Suggests 
Brass Bands To 
Hypo Air Shows 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 19.—In the search 
for new ideas and novelties radio is over- 
looking a good bet in passing up the 
brass band, according to Frank Simon, 
conductor of the air-sponsored Armco 
Band. Radio seems to have forgotten 
that band music is understood and loved 
by almost everyone, at the same time 
pointing out that there will be a decline 
in the popularity of dance music. 

Overemphasis is being milked dry on 
the other musical styles. Comes the 
revolution, predicts Simon, and sponsors 
and ad agencies “will rush around to 
sign up brass bands just as they rushed 
around last year signing up every avail- 
able symphony orchestra.” 

That band music seems to have es- 
caped the attention of broadcasting of- 
ficials is an amazing condition, he says, 
in view of the fact that band music is 
highly popular with American listeners. 
The three service. bands, Dr. Simon 
points out, are heard occasionally, usual- 
ly during the day. Apart from these, 
the summer band concerts of Edwin 
Franko Goldman, his own program and 
one or two others, there is practically 
no band music heard regularly on the 
networks. 

Simon reminds that practically every 
American community, from the largest 
cities to the smallest villages, has a band 
stand, and these stands, located in pub- 
lic parks, still draw large crowds despite 
the competition of motoring, radio and 
other features of modern life. 

“It is difficult for me to think of a 
band concert as a novelty,” he added, 
“yet band music is so seldom broadcast 
that it is considered as such by many 
radio listeners. One of these days, and 
not in the distant future, radio officials 
are going to realize the fascination that 
band music has for most Americans. 
They will understand why it is that 
every American over 40 easily remembers 
such names as Sousa, Pryor, Creatore 
and Pat Conway, even tho the same peo- 
ple would have difficulty in naming two 
well-known dance orchestras leaders of 
that same period.”

And further down 
the promise puffings, “The only intelli- 
gent way to solve the liquor question 
is to pass an ordinance forbidding the 
singing of Sweet Adeline after 11 o’clock 
at night without the permission of the 
copyright owners.

Music is adapted to the racial style when 
Mexican and similar pieces are not being 
played—-for instance, a Mexicanization 
of Bei Mir—that was still recognizable, 
but so wholly racial in rhythm that it 
delighted this crowd,

He had tried to force them to 
work 12-heur shifts for $1 instead of 
$1.50 and the men had sulked and grown 
careless, with the result that service 
suffered. 


A matter of less than $10 a day had 
undone the good will of a fine reputa- 
tion, a consistently excellent cuisine and 
the expenditure of hundreds of dollars 
for added entertainment.

If meeting tomorrow fails to produce 
solution to entertainers’ sentiment for 
unionizing Fife plans to ask Pittsburgh 
Central Labor Union for charter which 
wil! grant EAWP sympathetic co-opera- 
tion by musicians’, bartenders’ and 
hotel-restaurant locals, while allowing 
his group to retain independence in 
naming officers and amount of dues. 

Jeffries, former Pittsburgh AFA agent 
who heads entertainment committee for 
People’s Alliance, claims he “wants to 
arrange wage scales and see the show 
people organized into some kind of 
union, regardless of what union, as long 
as pay can be raised from its present 
situation.”

Curb on License Commish’s 


Power Sought in New Bill 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—A bill designed 
to limit the license commissioner’s power 
is being drafted by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. Bill, it is believed, will 
seek to eliminate closing of theaters 
unless operators or lessees have had jury 
trials. This would eliminate the so-called 
“one-man” set-up which is in effect at 
present. While the union will make no 
Official statements until the bill is in 
shape for introduction at Albany, it is 
understood that a State legislator is ready 
to introduce it. 

Burlesque will probably be aided by 
the passage of the bill which will prob- 
ably seek to free all branches of show 
business from cénsorship thru licensing 
or other forms of regulation. It has been 
pointed out that the same power which 
enabled the license department to close 
burlesque theaters could be applied to 
film, legit and other theaters for political 
and other reasons. Because of this im- 
plied power in the licensing department 
it is believed that the union will call all 
ee to work to seek passage of the 

i. 


American Civil Liberties Union is a 


liberal organization which defends rights 
of minority groups, particularly those en- 
gaged in labor and political disputes. 
Organization will probably get the nod of 
approval from labor unions, certain edu- 
cational and liberal religious leaders, 
American labor party execs and miscel- 
laneous liberal groups. Whether or not 
there will be any organized religious or 
political pressure against the bill has not 
been indicated as yet. 


Burly Tag Still 
Banned in N. Y. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Altho censor J. F. 
X. Masterson has received no recent 
squawks against burlesque productions, 
he has not, as it had been rumored, made 
any attempt to have the city fathers okeh 
the use of the word “burlesque.”’ 

There have been persistent rumors that 
Masterson had asked or “suggested” that 
the title be given the city’s stamp of ap- 
proval and managers be allowed to use it.

The answer to the 
whole thing, we suppose, is that the public is not as much concerned about its 
moral well-being as some of us are led to believe by the spokesmen in the form 
of clerics, reformers and politicians speaking for publication. The public will go 
where it feels fairly certain it will find escape, amusement and the other things 
that contribute towards getting it out of the rut of a humdrum and sometimes 
too strait-laced existence. Maybe those who exploit Mae West will wind up 
behind the eight-ball in the end. But so far they have shown remarkable courage 
in the face of great opposition. Time alone will tell whether they are playing 
the winning horse.

laudatory comment about the late O. O. McIntyre. Anything we say now 
must necessarily fall into the anti-climactic brackets. But when we pay tribute 
to this genius of the Fourth Estate we disdain journalistic showmanship. We pay 
this tribute in coin of the heart and with the sorrow that an apprentice feels at 
the loss of a master. For McIntyre was a master of observation, of phrase innovat- 
ing and of painting word pictures that were as vivid as sunsets few of us are 
blessed with the opportunity of seeing often in our confined lives. 


McIntyre was a pioneer among the successful personal columnists. He could 
have achieved a certain amount of fame as a keyhole peeper and as a weaver of 
scandal tales. He could have hurt personalities deeply with that trenchant pen 
that never faltered. He could have brought agony, fear and desperate anger into 
the lives of many whose public activities make bird cages of their home. But this 
small-town boy who never lost his small-town charm chose instead to act as Main 
Street’s correspondent in the Big City. He charmed all who read him. And it is 
our guess that the estimate of 20,000,000 daily readers is way off. There must 
have been considerably more than that because we can well understand how a 
body might reach for McIntyre without bothering to read the rest of the paper in 
which his column appears. So well nigh half the nation mourns this inoffensive, 
charming and talented soul. We mourn him as one who afforded us many hours of 
Pleasure and enlightenment about personalities in which we are all interested. 

There are widely read columnists who impose upon their readers with gossipy 
doodads about nonentities. Just as there are comedians who hurt themselves by 
exploiting their families in dialog. McIntyre was not like that when he reached 
the peak of his success. One read about the really important personalities in the 
theater, art, literature and sports in his daily column. Never could one take 
offense at anything Odd wrote; neither was one ever bored. Mac was a gentleman 
and just as humble and simple in his relations as if he were a poor clerk 
struggling to earn enough to finance a honeymoon. When we mourn Mac it is hard 
to say whether we miss the man or the scrivener more. In both respects he was tops.

RADIO is neglecting an opportunity to really help itself when it refuses to 

co-operate with the film industry by protecting Hollywood’s personalities 
from tattlers and snoopers. With vaude and burlesque shot to pieces, films rep- 
resent the only real training ground for radio today, If radio is not careful it 
Will kill the goose that is laying its golden eggs. 

When television arrives it is safe to predict that about 90 per cent of native 
tadio talent will be unsuited to the new medium. Films will be the only source 
of television talent until something else comes along. There should be more 
Co-operation between films and radio than has been manifested of late. 

Another angle that radio folk should be mindful of is that filtas are a straight 
Commodity sold direct to the consumer while radio will have to remain in the 
Siveaway category as long as there is commercial sponsorship. What, indeed, 
Would radio be today without commercial sponsorship? The branch that gives 
its product away must keep its hands clean. If it doesn’t it will have less power 
to fight off lack of interest than a medium that grants no favors and asks none 
in return. Rather vague at first glance, perhaps, but worth thinking about.

William Lemle took over the 
property 10 years ago at a time when the legit decline was well under way 
and in recent years the studio became pretty much of a storage room for 
props of old productions. Now it is being torn down and another landmark 
of the old theater passes into oblivion.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Performers pick- 
eted a raft of local night clubs this 
week as the American Federation of 
Actors stepped up its campaign to 
unionize the night club field. Along 
with straight picketing went such stunts 
as the handing out of rice to pedestrians 
as an indication “of what Chinese 
restaurants pay their acts” and also use 
of sidewalk spielers to explain the pick- 
eting. Among the spots where negotia- 
tions are now going on are the Radio 
Franks, Broadway Hofbrau, Chin's, Chin 
Lee's, Monte Carlo and the Cavalier. 


Meanwhile several night clubs came to 
terms with the AFA, including the 
Garbo, Rainbow Inn, Russian Art, Rus- 
sian Kretchma, Little Rumanian Rendez- 
yous, the Second Avenue Kretchma, 
Howdy Club and Orele’s. This action 
brings the key spots of the Village and 
the Lower East Side under AFA regula- 
tions. The main Times Square srea 
was organized some time ago. The AFA 
is going after the Bronx, Queens, Long 
Island and Northern New Jersey areas 
next. 

With executive secretary Ralph White- 
head back from Miami, where he con- 
ferred with William Green and other 
leaders of the American Federation of 
Labor, the AFA council this week laid 
plans to extend its night club organizing 
drive thruout the country. Boston, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh may get 
night club organizers next. 


The AFA reports that generally poor 
night club conditions have been depress- 
ing night club salaries and that, further- 
more, there seems to be an increase in 
the number of short payoffs and sudden 
closings.

Dangerous Corner, the most fascinat- 
ing of all mental mystery dramas, prac- 
tically plays itself—but most of the kids 
managed to get in its way most of the 
time. There was a really fine reading— 
assured, natural and finely effective— 
from Joan York, as Freda; Ellen Moore 
did a really beautiful job in the small 
character role of Maud Mockridge, 
George Hodel skated well enough over 
the thin ice of Gordon, Peggy Spalding 
was an acceptable Betty and Richard 
Mayer was at least sincere as Robert. 
Gilbert King overaccentuated the quiet, 
smooth and suave Stanton, and Beverly 
Small, as Olwen, probably the best role 
of the play, failed to bring any effect 
even to the big speech at the start of the 
last act, thru which, as a matter of fact, 
she stumbled pretty badly. The last two 
acts, incidentally, were run continuously. 


When Ladies Meet also had a few nice 
individual performances but, altho gen- 
erally better than Corner, also suffered 
pretty badly when taken as a whole.

WOR Subsid, CBS to 
Co-Op on Club Dates 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Deal between 
the CBS Artists’ Bureau (Columbia 
Artists, Inc.) and Radio Quality Group, 
WOR’s program producing subsidiary 
and New York operating corporation, 
whereby the latter will book club dates 
on which CBS receives inquiries, is due 
to be closed shortly. If it goes thru 
dates will be booked thru Nat Abramson, 
head of and partner in the WOR Artists’ 
Bureau. However, the last-named de- 
partment will not appear in any of the 
negotiated contracts nor in the booking 
of any dates.

night (17). 

Tom Kelly, UEA business agent, de- 
clared that bookers should de compelled 
to hire only talent which held UEA 
cards. Other demands made by Kelly 
were: 

(1) Written agreement between book- 
ing agent and actor. 

(2) Orders for acts must be in writing. 

(3) All bookers be licensed by the 
State. 

These demands were backed up by 
Victor Girard, agent for the State Dee 
partment of Labor and Industry, In 
charge of enforcement of the booking- 
agent law. 

Officials of the Contractors’ Assocla- 
tion indicated they would go along with 
the new provisions, provided the State 
rigidly enforced them and clamped down, 
on “chiselers.” 


Detroit Armory May Go 


DETROIT, Feb. 19.—Detroit may lose 
one of its largest auditoriums, according 
to a resolution passed last week by the 
city council. The Naval Armory, a come 
bination of State, city and government- 
owned building, has been used for vari- 
ous types of shows for several years. 
According to the council, “such use of 
the Armory is unfair competition to 
privately owned institutions engaged in 
similar activities which are required to 
pay taxes, overhead, upkeep and operat- 
ing costs from income.” 

The council accordingly petitioned 
Governor Murphy to allow sufficient 
State funds to be granted the Armory to 
take it out of use for such public enter- 
tainments.

Ingenues who 
were good talking straight women and 
prima donnas who could sing. Comics 
who could work clean and get laughs 
and other good people with talent to 
make a burlesque show good. They did 
not have to stoop’to dirt and filth such 

as they do nowadays. 

Besides, each show carried an advance 
man who saw that plenty of advertising 
was put on—which all shows need. 

The greatest circus in the world, Ring- 
ling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey, spends 
plenty to advertise its show, and a bur- 
lesque show today depends upon filth 
and strip women to advertise its goods. 
Burlesque will never be any good as it 
goes today. Smart operators should 
know that from experience. 

It is about time they got wise to 
themselves. Send out big productions, 
full crews, advance man who can work, 
scenery and costumes, good people who 
have talent; take those who cannot 
work but take their clothes off and 
make chorus girls of them and I am 
sure burlesque will be saved. In order 
to make money one has to spend money. 

It is a shame to see some of the 
comics we know from the old school 
working dirty. Burlesquers have. no 
one to blame but themselves for con- 
ditions which exist and lack of patron- 
age in their theaters. 

I remember when we used to cater 
to men, women and children. Now they 
cater to one class only, and they have 
not enough of this kind to fill the 
houses. I can take any good-looking 
girl off the streets of Boston, show her 
how to walk and give her the clothes 
to wear and, with plenty of publicity, 
make another sensation in burlesque. 
Clean up burlesque or take it away. 
As it is now, it is ful.

PERU, Ind., Feb. 19.—Robert Ringling 
and Dan DeBaugh, manager of Ringling 
Chicago offices, were here past week in 
conference with Howard Y. Bary, man- 
ager Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus, and 
Ralph J. Clawson. Stated by Mr. Ring- 
ling that he was impressed by the work 
of rebuilding the H-W cages and sur- 
prised by the amount of fine sound oak 
that had been used in them. The color 
scheme appealed very much to Messrs. 
Ringling and DeBaugh. 

It also was stated by Mr. Ringling 
that he was here to acquaint himself 
with all phases of the local circus situa- 
tion and conditions existing at the win- 
ter quarters and at the car shops at 
North Peru, headquarters for H-W 
activities. 

Asked whether another railroad show 
would be launched under the Ringling 
banner and buildings erected, Mr. Ring- 
ling stated that there was no truth to 
rumors.

North Bitten 
By Huge Ape 
At Sarasota 


SARASOTA, Feb. 19.—John Ringling 


North sustained a painfully injured arm , 


at quarters here last Tuesday when he 
came too close to the cage of Gargantua 
the Great, new Ringling gorilla, and was 
seized and bitten by the huge ape. 

The gorilla grabbed North’s arm, 
pulled it thru the bars of his cage and 
bit his victim three times on the wrist 
and forearm before Keeper Richard 
Kroener was able to club the beast away 
from the circus executive. 

After first-aid cauterization to the 
ugly tooth wounds by Dr. Joe Bergin, 
show physician, North was rushed to 
the Joseph Halton Hospital for further 
treatment and observation. 

Following a telephone consultation 
with Prof. Robert M. Yerkes, head of the 
Yale University department of primate 
biology’ and foremost American authority 
on anthropoids, Dr. Halton injected 
1,500 units of anti-tetanus serum in 
North’s arm to check any possible lock- 
jaw infection. 

North was able to go to his home 
but was kept under medical observation 
for any sign of infection. Circus men 
recalled that it was similar wild-animal 
bites that caused the death of John H. 
Sparks. 


Bond for Shows 
At Moberly, Mo. 


MOBERLY, Mo., Feb. 19.— The city 
council has just made a ruling that 
shows exhibiting in the city must put 
up bond in case of damage to streets. 
Reason is that a show last year did 
damage to one of them. Truck shows 
can get around this by using the 
grounds just outside of city limits. This 
is the lot used mostly and motorized 
shows do not have to use city streets to 
get to it. 

County circus license is $5 to $35 a 
day, depending upon admission charge. 


Seils for Stevens Point 


STEVENS POINT, Wis., Feb. 19.—The 
common council here has voted to per- 
mit Seils-Sterling to show for one day 
this season, but struck out of the con- 
tract the clause, “It is understood no 
license or permit shall be granted to any 
other circus, menagerie, dog and pony or 
trained animal show or exhibition here 
two weeks prior to and two weeks after 
exhibition date.”

Young Death 
Takes A. C.’s 


Pier Pioneer 


ATLANTIC CITY, Feb. 19.—Capt. John 
L. Young, credited with having been 
first to demonstrate practicability of a 
pier out over the ocean as an amusement 
center, who passed away in his sleep at 
his West Palm Beach, Fla., home on Feb- 
ruary 15, aged 87, had gone south last 
autumn following close of net hauls 
over which he presided at Young's 
Million-Dollar Pier here. General Man- 
ager C. A. and Mrs. Hill, of the Pier, 
attended the funeral in West Palm 
Beach yesterday, and employees of the 
pier, which he built in 1906, sent a large 
floral offering, as did many others in 
all walks of life. 


In 1888 he joined Stewart McShea in 
starting Victoria Skating Rink and 2 
Merry-Go-Round at South Carolina ave- 
nue and the Boardwalk. In 1890 they 
bought what was then Applegate's Pavil- 
ion and enlarged it into a pier. Captain 
Young was cautioned that such a struc- 
ture would be swept away by the ocean. 
However, he pushed the pier far out and 
had a theater, roller rink, side show and 
other attractions. 


It was here that Belasco opened his 
Music Master with David Warfield in the 
stellar role. This pier burned in 1912 
but Captain Young, always a showman, 
had previously started the pier further 
down the island which is now known 
as Young's Million-Dollar Pier, opened 
in 1906. It was here that he built his 
summer home, known as No, 1 Atlantic 
Ocean, where the great of the theat- 
rical, political and social worlds gath-

“And when you get to the second floor 
you'll get a look at a swimming pool 
such as Hollywood never saw or dreamed 
of.

The shallow end will have 
glass sides and bottom like a goldfish 
bowl and all around will be shining 
metal and glittering glass with floors 
of a smooth polished material.

in particular with delayed payment of 
premiums to winners and to careless 
supervision of midways.

Mentioning that his de- 
partment had received many complaints 
since last season, the commissioner ad- 
vised secretaries of the importance of 
close midway supervision, claiming that 
gambling and obscene entertainment 
prevailed to too great extent in 1937. 


He also recommended that fairgrounds 
be laid out with more thought and con- 
sideration of the public. Public should 
not be forced, he said, upon entering 
grounds, to walk thru the center of the 
midway to gain access to exhibit and 
horse racing divisions of the fair. He 
suggested, too, that a system should be 
installed by the association whereby 
financial aid from the State should be 
allocated to individual fairs according 
to their ratings by the association. Fairs 
would be classed, regardless of size, by

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Tiny Radios Make Big Profits 
For Bingo Ops, Direct Sellers 


Evans’ (Detrola) Pee Wee and Silver’s Dwarf reported 
going well on salesboard deals, at bingo parties and on 


house-to-house calls

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Little radios no larger than the average person’s hand 
are creating big profits for salesboard ops, direct sellers, bingo ops and other 


prem users. 


Two such sets recently introduced are Detrola’s Pee Wee, handled 


by she Evans Novelty Company, and the Silver Dwarf, marketed -by Silver Manu- 


uring Company, Inc. 


Pee Wee contains four RCA metal tubes, reputed to give 


six-tube performance, has a dynamic speaker and operates on either AC or DC. 
Cabinets are plastic and come in six different colors. Silver Dwarf also has four 


RCA-licensed tubes and a dynamic 
speaker. weighs only 5% pounds and 
comes in three colors, ivory, Chinese red 
and walnut. Cabinets are made of 
molded metal. Both sets, according to 
users, give big set performance and con- 
tain many features of sets many times 
their size. 


Salesboard operators in particular 
claim the item has a tremendous amount 
of appeal since it is novel and at the 
same time practical. Deals on which it 
has been featured and which have ac- 
tually been tried on locations are said 
to have moved fast. 

Direct sellers have an additional angle 
to play up aside from the novelty and 
the practicability of the item. A great 
many homes at which they call do not 
have an extra radio for the simple rea- 
son that they really have no place in 
the home .to put it. This problem of 
space availability is beautifully solved 
with the little sets. They will fit hand- 
somely into any nook or cranny. 

Bingo operators whose games have ac- 


tually suffered from lack of new mer- 
chandise which can be offered as prizes 
are reported to be using more and more 
of the small sets. Larger sets, both 
midget and standard types, have, of 
course, been used as bingo prizes for 
some time. The Pee Wees and Dwarfs, 
however, lend a new, colorful appeal to 
the radio prize angle. Many players, it 
seemed, did not care particularly to win 
a large set since they already had one 
and could find no place in the home for 
another. With the tiny sets, however, 
the same appeal used by the direct sell- 
ers regarding the insignificant amount 
of house space necessary holds true and 
players have commented to several oper- 
ators with whom this reporter has 
spoken regarding the “cuteness” of the 
tiny sets. 

Both the Evans and the Silver compa- 
nies have literature available on their 
sets and will send it to any genuinely 
interested parties. 


How a Committee 
Runs Successful 
Bingo Parties 
By DANIEL E. SHEA 


Chairman Bingo Comm., K. of C. 
Hartford (Conn.) Council No. 11 


Part One 

At the very outset I want to make 
clear that the various factors brought 
out in this article are not meant to ap- 
ply to a large organization with thou- 
sands of members and with auditorium 
facilities which enable them to seat thou- 
sands of people at any bingo party they 
might hold. It is admitted that such 
an organization can well use the serv- 
ices of a professtonal bingo operator or 
group of operators. 


However, there are sections of the 
country where outsiders—and almost all 
professional operators must be considered 
as such—are looked upon with suspicion 
and an invisible barrier has been set up 
against them. Then again there are or- 
ganizations that are in need of extra 
financial assistance but have neither the 
capacity nor the working personnel to 
conduct a large game. To this church 
or club I say there is no better or easier 
way of raising that much-needed reve- 
nue than BINGO! 

I will endeavor to show the methods 
used by the committee, of which I hap- 
pen to be chairman, to build up an at- 
tendance of 175 players to an average of 
850 and frequently 1,000 or 1,300. The 
latter figure is our capacity, using every 
available inch of space on three floors. 

After it was decided that bingo was 
to be our method of raising additional 
revenue we appointed a committee, se- 
cured equipment and selected a commit- 
tee on prizes. This was our first mis- 
take. It is much better to place the 
problem of selecting prizes in the hands 
of a merchandise house. These estab- 
lishments are serving a number of games 
(See HOW A COMMITTEE on page 70) 


ONE REASON for the declining popu- 
larity of bingo in certain localities is the 
fact that some ops still insist on palm- 
ing off inferior merchandise for prizes— 
items that were closed out in fire sales, 
or in some other distress manner, and 
were picked up for a song. Usually they 
aren’t worth that much. Displaying and 
awarding shoddy merchandise is obvi- 
ously poor business, for while it may 
leave a slightly heavier profit here and 
there repetition of the practice is sure 
to eventually ruin business. Folks who 
walk away from a bingo game with their 
hands full of junk—magazine racks that 
are scratched, throw-rugs that ravel, 
electrical gadgets that won’t work and 
other articles that are obviously factory- 
rejects or second-hand items—just don’t 
crave playing more. And what’s the out- 
look for bingo if players won’t come 
back again, and again, and again? Think 
it over, ops.

If you carry a line of men’s bill- 
folds, ladies’ cosmetic pouches or any 
other article that can be used for a not 
too expensive premium I would advise 
you to call at the local bank the next 
time you are in a small city. Banks are 
buying these artices again as give-aways. 
for depositors. You may not always 
find a quick response, but once the ice 
is broken there is a good-sized order for 
your trouble. 


Talking about small towns, I have 
noticed that direct salesmen are doing 
much business with advertising clocks 
and other display articles to carry local 
advertising. Best plan is to contact a 
local drug store or a garage and install 
the article. Go around and see the 
advertisers. They have little oppor- 
tunity for effective advertising and space 
is generally filled in a few calls. If you 
are a show-card writer and can do your 
own card designing it will help you 
shorten your stay. Otherwise talk to a 
local printer. He will do the printing 
and deliver the fixture to your customer.

There are no short cuts to sales suc- 
cess, but a bright idea helps. Ellen 
Jurich sells ladies’ hosiery by demon- 
strating it on her legs. She wears a 
dress with a full-length zipper down in 
front. When the time comes to show 
the stockings, “zip” goes the zipper and 
apart comes the dress. Of course, the 
act is for women only but it certainly 
sells merchandise. 


Why is it that so many direct sales- 
men are selling what I will call luxuries 
for want of a better word when there 
are so many necessities that can be sold? 
There is always a sale in the average 
country home for such articles as elec- 
tric bulbs, flashlight batteries and fuses. 
Nobody ever thinks of buying them un- 
less they are wanted, and then it’s gen- 
erally too late. The salesman who car- 
ries them can have all the business he 
wants. Once a start is made other items 
can be sold along with them.

It pays to advertise. One salesman 
working in a large city with plenty of 
apartment houses prepares for his con- 
tacts by distributing printed announce- 
ment cards ahead of his call. Card 
shows his picture and he pushes it 
under the door.

People will soon be thinking of clean- 
ing their furnaces for the summer. This 
is the time to sell boiler cleaning ma- 
terials, furnace brushes, blacking and 
similar articles. 


When handling shirts, ties or any 
other article of which you carry a 
selection make certain you show your 
complete line before you have finished. 
Many a sale is lost because this simple 
rule is not followed. Maybe your pros- 
pect is not interested in your first offer. 
Showing him the line gives him a chance 
to think and he may discover something 
else he wants. Don’t follow any fixed 
sales plan. Fit your sales talk to the 
occasion.

Read carefully all advertising folders 
and broadsides that manufacturers send 
you. It is possible that the offer is not 
of immediate use to you. However, 
these foiders often contain valuable 
hints thet you cannot afford to miss. 
Also consider that half the art of selling 
consists in knowing where to get what 
your customers want.

This will facilitate the at- 
tendants’ moving up and down the aisles. 
After each game the attendants collect 

whatever charge has been made per card 
for the game. No lap boards are neces- 
sary. Price of each card per game is 
usually determined by the locality and 
the type of people who play. Usual price 
is 5 cents per card per game. Players 
should have the privilege of changing 
their cards as often as they wish. 

Run specials like these: Three cards 
for 5 cents, five cards for 5 cents. Oc- 
casionally offer a few extra large prizes 
and make an extra charge for that game. 
Now and then offer a FREE game to 
attract more players. 

The operator uses a bingo cage and has 
a master board in front of him. The 
marker operates a flasher or uses a 
blackboard. 

Prizes are awarded by gift coupons, 
which the winner can redeem imme- 
diately. However, encourage the play- 
ers to save the coupons for a larger 
prize—in this way you'll build a regular 
attendance. 

It is important to have an outside 
extension to your microphone. You'll 
attract the passer-by as the operator calls 
out the numbers and ballyhoos the 
specials.

Our committee- 
furnished the equipment and personnel 
as well as conducted the party for the 
smaller group. We would permit the 
free tickets issued as consolation prizes 
at these games to be used at our own 
hall. By this little service we built up 
the will of the organization we 
worked for and incidentally built up 
our own attendance.

rightly so—over the future of travel- 
ing outdoor show business in Kentucky. 


His admission tax fight in that State, 
in which he was victorious both in the 
lower court and the Court of Appeals, 
was an important matter in itself, but 
of far greater importance is the prob- 
lem that faces him and every carnival 
and circus owner interested in exhib- 
iting in Kentucky. This grave problem 
is in the form of a bill, known as House 
Bill 210. 

Unless defeated, this bill, which 
ee ae eee Siero oe aoe 
and is now before the Senate, would, 
from all appearances, completely wipe 
out outdoor show business in the State, 
except possibly at fairs, and there 
seems to be some doubt as to that. 

Details of the proposed measure are 
given on page $3 of this issue, and every 
circus and carnival owner should be 
sure to read the article and do their 
bit. We say every circus and carnival 
owner advisedly because all are con- 
cerned and not only those who have 
made it a practice to play Kentucky. 
For should such a piece of legislation 
as that proposed ever become law, 
there’s no telling what might happen 
along that line in other States. 

F. H. Bee Jr. has been devoting much 
time and money to defending outdoor 
amusements in Kentucky for some 10 
years, and he has yet to receive one 
penny from anybody in this work. To 
defeat House Bill 210 is going to re- 
quire far more money than Bee or any 
other outdoor showman can stand. 

United financial support from car- 
uival and circus owners is badly 
needed. Don’t wait!

BUSINESS recession or no business 
recession, outdoor shows must go 
om. And they will go on this year with 
just as much strength if not stronger 
than last year. Too, there will be a 
uuntber of new ones.

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If the changing tides of business and public opinion con- 
tinue in normal channels the coin-operated games business 
should begin to show a good pick-up by the fall of 1938. 
Politicians have a system now of figuring that there is a 
decided shift in public opinion every six months. 


Payout table games are so conspicuous on locations that 
it is a big IF as to their future. There is a possibility of 
legalizing the payout table with some kind 
of check-award system. The chief appeal for 
sympathy the payout table has is the fact 
that it requires a lot of lumber, electrical 
parts, mechanisms and materials to build 
such a game. 


In December, 1936, I wrote the follow- 
ing “Ifs” for Joe Calcutt’s house magazine: 
“If the trade had one man to-whom every- 
body would listen and follow his advice 
much confusion and expense might be 
saved. Tax bills rather than prohibitory bills are likely to be 
the rule. Rather than raise big defense funds, it will probably 
be better to let some State legislatures learn that reasonable 
taxes will bring in revenue, but excessive taxes on coin 
machines kill off the business and lose revenue to the State. 

. If the coin machine industry holds its present com- 
mercial importance I would say that within the next two 
years the trade will realize some definite benefits from a more 
liberal American public.” (There is still practically a year to 


go on that last “If’—and a lot of things can happen by 
December, 1938.)

‘The coin machine industry ought to forget some of its 
“1fs” in order to be glad that the music machine business and 
the vending machine business are both making better prog- 
ress and having fewer troubles than many other lines of indus- 
try and business in the country today. 


If the coin-operated machine industry were properly 
organized for it or could assume temporary unity, now is per- 
haps the best time in history to tell its story of employment 
to the country. Three million workers have lost their jobs 
since last August. But the music and vending machine divi- 
sions of the coin machine industry are going ahead at a better 
average than business in general. The games division could 
be at the peak of activity but for the application of severe 
restrictions by local and State officials. A $10,000 fund right 
now would tell the story of employment by the coin machine 
industry to every mayor, city council, governor and daily 
newspaper in the United States during the next few months. 


Some of the “Ifs” of general business are important to 
every citizen right now. The United States News, Febru- 
ary 14 (Anti-New Deal newspaper edited by David Lawrence), 
gives a timely account of some of the.ifs of business: Busi- 
ness has declined in five months almost as much as it declined 
in two years following 1929. . . . Three million people have 


been thrown out of jobs since August. . . . There are some 
good signs. The government is ready to use a billion and a 
quarter dollars in the few months just ahead. Banks are not 
failing. The country’s total money supply is huge, always 
suggesting the possibility that it can be put to use. 


There are also some bad signs, according to the above 
newspaper. First of these, it states, is “the precipitate manner 
in which employers have dumped huge numbers of workers 
into the street . . . the fastest on record.” This depression 
has also hit Europe and South America with startling speed. 
“The decline of employment in Great Britain is the most 
drastic in recent history.” 


In the face of another world-wide depression this news- 
paper infers that government spending is the chief hope to 
start business upward again during the next few months. “As 
soon as the government priming stopped the pump stopped,” 
it is suggested. 


In the face of all this unemployment the year 1937 wit- 
nessed many legal restrictions on amusement games in the 
United States, England, France and Australia. So that the 
amusement games business in all these countries during the 
last year has been forced to add to unemployment instead of 
helping to relieve it, as in 1932. 


Retail locations are just now beginning to feel the reces- 
sion. If operators can organize locations to “demand” the 
return of amusement games some results might be accom- 
plished during the next few months. 


Big business made higher net profits in 1937 than in 
1936, but if employees are turned into the street at the first 
sign of a pinch higher and higher taxes are the only possible 
way out. These higher taxes may be extended. to all kinds 
of coin machines. 


In any case there will be increasing demands for private 
charity. If the coin-operated machine industry could offer a 
united plan for aid to private charity there are possibili- 
ties of much wider acceptance of coin-operated machines of 
all kinds. 


If the United States tends toward fascism in 1940 the 
odds will be against vending and music machines. The fate 


’ of games of all kinds will depend on standing “in” with the 


government. If the government tends toward liberalism the 
coin machine industry as a whole will have to come out in 
the open on a new and progressive program in keeping with 
the new ideas of the times. 


There is a chance for government-controlled lotteries— 
whether the country goes reactionary or liberal—and such 
lotteries have always tended to shut out other forms of gam- 
ing because of competition. 

Meanwhile let’s be glad that music machines and vend- 
ing machines are doing so well. Let’s hope that the games 
industry comes back with a bang by early fall.

Reverberations of 
1938 Convention 


Reverberations of the 1938 Coin Ma- 
chine Show are still being heard. British 
readers had Tom Murray’s account of 
the convention about three weeks after 
the affair, and American readers had a 
chance to see it in The World’s Fair, 
British amusement weekly, about 10 days 
ago. All of the American trade maga- 
zines have published their records of the 
annual convention. 

The trade magazines are obligated to 
sometimes refrain from mentioning any 
adverse facts; Murray’s account to the 
British trade was franker than if he had 
been writing for the American trade. 
This week, Bill (The Sphinx) Cohen, 
Silent Sales Company, Minneapolis, 
reached the trade with his personalized 
reflections on the 1938 show. An edi- 
torial “that is different from the trade 
paper accounts” bears the title of “Post 
Mortems on the °38 Coin Show.” It is 
an independent account that the trade 
should have the privilege of reading some 
time. 

For the present, consider this construc- 
tive criticism: “Conditions are bad thru- 
out the country, and tg make them still 
worse some of the manufacturers who 
are at their wit’s end bring out some- 
thing that is hotter than the other 
fellow has. ... The time is at hand for 
distributors, jobbers and operators to 
think hard and give the future more 
thought than: they have before, and 
avoid these hot, high-priced . . . games 
that will close what remaining terri- 
tory there is left.” 

That reminds me that when I was 
making my now defunct “crusade” for 
the legalizing of skill games to serve 
as a “front” and buffer for the amuse- 
ment games industry, back in 1933 and 
1934, the above blunt words from 
Cohen would have been cheering indeed. 

The following statement of Cohen can 
be challenged, however: “For the next 
month,” he says, “you will be bombarded 
with circulars, ballyhoo from individual 
concerns, ballyhoo from trade journals. 

. . It will go something like this: ‘THE 
GREATEST IN HISTORY! MORE BUSI- 
NESS WAS WRITTEN THAN EVER BE- 
FORE!’ This is all bunk—pure and 
simple bunk. .. . Not seeking advertise- 
ments, we do not have to bend our knees: 
to anyone. At all times we are free to 
publish the plain, simple truth as we 
see it.” 

Which is some more bunk. No man is 
“free” to publish the plain, simple 
truth as he sees it. Cohen and other 
editors, however, do deserve the free- 
dom to publish what in their judg- 
ment will do the greatest good for the 
industry. 

The Billboard, January 29 issue, did 
not say “The Biggest and Best Show 
Ever.” It said: “Opened with many ex- 
pressions of gloom here and there... . 
Much of the gloom must have been 
psychological. ... Perhaps a good cheer 
leader would have been a decided tonic. 
. .. Some reports said the manufacturers 
themselves were too glum. ... The con 
vention necessarily met with a payout 
games hangover from 1937... . It is evi- 
dent that the rank and file of the trade 
was expecting too much.” 

Then to get down to bare facts about 
the convention, our reports give a series 
of figures that are as carefully prepared 
as an independent guy like myself can 
prepare them. These reports are offered 
as having definite historic value, because 
each annual convention can be checked 
with the previous one according to the 
figures. The statistics given in our re- 
ports of the annual conventions are not 
perfect, but they are the best available 
data on the condition of the industry 
as shown by the annual displays. In 
some cases we suggest a discount of as 
much as 30 per cent from the totals 
given.

Shoot-a-Gun is a new amusement ma- 
chine, a shooting gallery, streamlined 
and highly chromed and practically as- 
sembled about a vending device which 
automatically collects money and loads 
guns. 

No amateur inventor is Perry. Way 
back when an auto was something that 
frightened horses Perry built and put 
into use one of the first self-starters 
in the world. It was operated on 
acetylene gas. Then he turned his at- 
tention to tire chains, which he in- 
vented, manufactured and sold to some 
of the largest automobile companies 
until improved roads altered his market. 
During the depression he designed a 
new-type vending machine on which he 
holds patents. It became a smash hit 
and he went into vender manufacturing 
business. 


“Now people send me vending prob- 
lems from all over the world,” he says. 
“One of the most unusual requests I 
ever had came from India. I was asked 
to design a machine to dispense tiny 
cookies and candies. So I sent for sam- 
ples. They got their machine. 


“The public can put you in or take 
you out of business. This fact was 
remembered during try-outs of our new 
Shoot-a-Gun. We have made it so sim- 
ple to play that it has gained enthu- 
siastic acceptance from public and 
operators alike. Many a man thinks 
that all he has to do is design something 
and get a patent. But if it doesn’t click 
it won't make money,” Perry concluded. 


Exhibit Variety Is 
Keeping Men Busy 


CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—The best way to 
overcome whatever discouraging talk we 
hear in our industry is to keep busy 
developing and making new ideas, says 
Perc Smith, of Exhibit Supply Company.

Printing the News 


One of the biggest subjects in the coin 
machine industry is that of what “news 


is fit to print.” It has been discussed 
in manufacturers’ meetings, and in nine 
years of editing coin machine news I 
have heard all sorts of opinions on what 
news should or should not be published. 
Always in the background, of course, are 
the thousands of operators in the smaller 
cities and towns that want some idea 
of what is happening, both in the in- 
dustry and to it. That problem has not 
been solved yet of providing them with 
the news they have a right to see das 
long as they keep buying machines. 

Following a wisecrack of mine in this 
column last week, Ray Becker (J. H. 
Keeney & Company, Chicago) contributes 
the following peppy letter on the sub-\ 
ject of news: 

“To the Editor—In reading Men & 
Machines I see where, without my knowl- 
edge, I have been appointed one of a 
three-member board of censors to dic- 
tate The Billboard’s editorial policies. 


“I accept the office with pleasure be- 
cause somebody has got to keep a watch- 
ful eye on you or some day one of those 
masterful three-inch fillers of yours is 
going to be used as Exhibit A in a 
20,000 word brief attacking all coin- 
operated devices. 


“You so frequently forget that The 
Billboard’s circulation is not limited 
to members of the coin machine indus- 
try. And your editorial brain children 
may radiate good intentions, but Mr. 
Ax-Grinding Crusader and Mrs. Self- 
Apponited Reformer take those innocent 
little children of your fertile brain 
and dress them up so that your journal- 
istic offspring look like the hoodlum 
sons of Satan. 

“But never fear, we on the manufac- 
turing end of the business prepared and 
provided 245 column inches out of the 
491 devoted to editorial purposes in 
the February 19 issue. And by working 
our typewriters a little harder we may 
bring up our percentage to 95 per cent 
of the editorial content. And then we 
editorial dictators will only have to 

read a small 5 per cent to see 
that your journalistic endeavors don’t 
manage to open the industry’s mouth so 
that somebody can come along and kick 
hell out of the operator's bridgework.”

Prospects for Coin Machines in 


Australia Are Considered Fair 


By C. P. 


Accredited with an FEO desire 
for statistics, it is difficult for the 
Australian to understand why Americans 
are not better versed in the matter of 
our geography, particularly where mile- 
age is concerned. This surprise is the 
more emphasized because both countries 
are of vast acreage. Then again, as in 
your country, our laws vary in the dif- 
ferent States. Western Australia and 
South Australia are the only two Statea 
in which night trotting is permissible. 
New South Wales alone permits dog rac- 
ing under artificial light—and they use 
the mechanical hare—while in Queens- 
land dog racing is tolerated in the day- 
pent but only when live hares are the 


Obviously this sort of incongruities 
oecur with other means of gambling and 
we find that ‘with coin machines what 
is good for the gander is not always good 
for the goose. 

The writer was probably the first to 
introduce coin machines into hotels in 
this State per medium of the penny Tar- 
get Skill, and what a little bonanza they 
proved. On one occasion I remember 
two bookmakers starting off at 9 o’clock 
in the morning to play for drinks and 
inside of 10 minutes they were shooting 
for a pound ($5) a shot. Lunch and 
dinner came and went, but the shooters 
were still going, and at one period one 
of the players was winning nearly 50 
pounds, yet when 8 p.m. ticked as the 
Signal for closing time they finished up 
almost as when they started, apart from 
the fact that the machine had collected 


hoe of their dollars at a penny per 
shot. 


Australians will gamble as readily as 
any humans on this old earth and when 
the fruit (bell) machine was first intro- 
duced the takings in some instances were 
truly remarkable. I remember one man- 
ufacturer estimating what a machine on 
® z00d location should take in weekly 
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SIDNEY 


and that weekly estimate was well below 
what many of them in this country were 
taking in a day. Now, alas, the music of 
the fruit machine is no longer heard in 
our hotels. The law went so far as to 
say that these machines were definitely 
illegal and that possession of one in- 
curred the risk of prosecution, notwith- 
standing which practically every li- 
censed club still uses them, and their 
popularity has never waned. 


Pinball Arrives 

Right in the wake of the fruit ma- 
chines came the various pin games and 
they, too, made merry in the hotels un- 
til someone got busy and the sword fell 
on the neck of another layer ef golden 

es. 

Just at the moment coin machines in 
Queensland are at a discount, be they 
skill or chance games, and unless the 
operators organize the position is not 
likely to improve. Unlike most instances 
of British law, with gambling or semi- 
gambling the onus is upon the operator 
to prove that it is not a gamble rather 
than the government prove that it Is. 

Broadly speaking, coin machines haye 
not attracted, in this country, the right 
type of operator. That is to say, for the 
most part they are not men of any con- 
siderable finaneial stability. Certainly 
there are at least two big operators in 
Sydney and maybe a few more who are 
well able to keep up their financial un- 
dertakings. In the other States one may 
also find a few operators of the really 
desirable type, but for the most part 
they lack not only financial. background 
but the capacity to appreciate the value 
of organization. Rather than improve 
their own firing range, many of them 
would prefer to spend endless hours fig- 
urtng out how to spike the guns of the 
opposition, revealing all too pitifully the 
limitations of their vision. 

Your big manufacturers could possibly 
improve the situation by collectively 
sending an ambassador to Australia or 
as an alternative by appointing an awe: 
tralian in their interests. Sydney (New 
South Wales), under the title of the Ses- 
qui Centenary, is about to hold its 
150th anniversary, which will run from 
the end of January until April, and 
some time during that period would be 
an excellent date for a convention of all 
operators, and at the same time what 
a great opportunity for your manufac- 
turers to demonstrate their new 
products. 

Probably the notice is short, but if the 


idea has any value I would be delighted 
to air-mail you any further points that 
may be required. 


Vending Machines 

Australia knows little of the vender 
machine as you use them in your coun- 
try and probably the only consistent 
one we have here is the peanut vender. 
The weighing machine is, of course, a 
regular fellow and is probably used by a 
wider range of people than all other 
machines put together. Notwithstand- 
ing this, if I were a manufacturer look- 
ing for a potential market to develop I 
would pin my faith to this country for 
the future of vending machines. 


That there is money in this country 
for coin machines may be appreciated 
when I tell you that I know of one man 
who, within a period of little over six 
months, imported approximately $60,000 
worth of fruit machines and this for Use 
among ® population of less than 1,000,- 
000 people. Incidentally, the population 
of the whole of Australia is under 
7,600,000. 


Brisbane, capital city of the State 
of Queensland, cannot boast of a single 
amusement parlor. Indeed, it does not 
possess even a shooting gallery, and even 
at that American operators might be well 
advised to hold their horses, for the law 
frowns at them also. 


Rents Discourage 

Over a period of 20 years I think Bris- 
bane has had two or three shooting gal- 
leries, I do remember of one being on 
its last legs about 20 years since and two 
others about four or five years back 
made a feeble attempt. But in each 
instance the location was bad. 


I am of the opinion that the average 
Australian attaches too much importance 
to the rent question when seeking a lo- 
cation—and thus finishes up in a back 
street where the only passing trade keeps 
on passing. 

All this may suggest to you that Bris- 
bane Is a wowser town where amuse- 
ments find no favor, but such & far 
from the case. 


With a population of 330,000 we have 
@ dozen continuous theaters in the met- 
ropolitan area, more than half of them 
being within a radius of 250 yards, and 
the whole aggregating a seating capacity 
of over 17,000. With perhaps one ex- 
ception there is little doubt as to their 
being profitable shows. Boxing and 
wrestling have practically an open go, 
but for the want of a really attractive 
stadium there is evidence of decay in 
this direction. 


Horse racing is thriving at present and 
two of our metropolitan courses would 
do credit to any city in the world, both 
as regards the tracks and public con- 
venience. 


Wonderful Climate 

Again in support of amusement, I 
would mention that in few parts of the 
world could one find more desirable 
climatic conditions. For eight months 
of the year the nights are as balmy as a 
poet’s dream. At the moment of writing, 
one T. H. Eslick, of whom you may pos- 
sibly have frequently heard, is endeavor- 
ing to raise local capital for an amuse- 
ment park, but I fancy the job is all in 
front of him, irrespective of his experi- 
ence in park management. 

Some of your readers may not be 
aware of the fact that our summer starts 
about November, but the cold weather 
only holds during June and July. This, 
of course, does not apply to ali of 
Australia, but in Brisbane, if one ex- 
cludes the visitation of westerly winds, 
which generally last for three days at a 
time and only in the months of May, 
June, July and August, then we have no 
wirter as is known in many parts of 
your country. On the other hand, tho 
we get considerable humidity in the 
summer, the thermometer never hits the 
very high spots as is often recorded in 
—— Australia, Victoria and New South 

ales. 


Before concluding, I might add one 
more problem on the point of gambling. 
In this State we have what is known 
as the Golden Casket, a government lot- 
tery run in aid of the hospitals. This 
is quite a big idea and runs into 100,000 
subscribers of 5/6. each. Usually they 
fill inside of eight days and the fortu- 
nate winner collects $30,000. The fact 
that this medium makes available so 
much money for the hospitals naturally 
relieves the government treasury, and 
despite repeated outcries from churches, 
ete., it is too valuable an ally for any 
party to throw into the discard. If I 
ever land one of the big prizes I will 
come over and tell you all about it. 
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Employment 

VENDING MACHINE FIRMS CON- 
TRIBUTE TO EMPLOYMENT. “The 1938 
convention and show in Chicago was in- 
deed very kind to us. Because of the 
business we received we have been able 
to take many families off charity, PWA, 
etc., and place them to work. Our plant 
is working night and day. 

“All in all we are happy, our oper- 
ators are happy and that is going to be 
reflected thruout the industry. The 
manufacturers of automatic merchandis- 
ing machines will soon take up a lot 
of the unemployed because it reaches 
into some of our most important major 
industries, particularly steel. . . . The 
millions of dollars’ worth of candy that 
can be sold thru vending machines is all 
new business, for 90 per cent of the lo- 
cations where candy-bar machines are 
located means a new outlet for candy 
bars.”—J. W. Coan, president Coan-Slet- 
teland Company, Inc., Madison, Wis. 


Individual operators and also manufac- 
turers of vending machines appeared at 
a hearing before a Senate committee in 
Boston February 1 to offer criticism of 
@ proposed bill to tax vending machines. 
The individual operators spoke in defense 
of the means of making a living, while 
the manufacturers stressed employment 
given by their factories in making ma- 
chines. H. C. Thomason, director and 
stockholder of the Dugrenier Company, 
Haverhill, Mass., manufacturer of cig- 
aret, candy and gum machines, said that 
his plant was furnishing work for 400 
people. Other manufacturers gave testi- 
monials of the number of men employed 
in their plants. 


BIG CITIES. The large cities are 
naturally feeling the weight of relief for 
the jobless. The New York Times (Feb- 
ruary 13, 1938) published news of a re- 
cent survey which indicates that one- 
sixth of New York City’s population is 
now dependent on the city for some form 
of relief. In a population of 7,470,000 
men, women and children that means 
1,255,000 of them are receiving aid. 
The number on relief is said to be in- 
creasing at the rate of 5,000 a week. At 
the time of the survey, however, the 
total was still 300,000 below the peak of 
March, 1936. 

All city governments are having the 
same problem that New York City faces. 
Yet it has been chiefly city governments 
that during 1937 have applied such harsh 
restrictions on coin-operated amusement 
games. It is these restrictions applied 
by city governments that has forced the 
amusement games industry to add to un- 
employment. In the early days of the 
amusement games industry, and for some 
years after, the industry was able to 
contribute much more than it was given 
credit for in giving jobs to family men. 


Juvenile Report 

Chicago, “the coin machine capital of 
the world,” has at the head of its Ju- 
venile Welfare Association one of the 
most prominent social workers of the 
nation in the person of Miss Jessie Bin- 
ford. In her annual report this year she 
made some interesting suggestions as to 
the causes of delinquency among chil- 
dren and young people. 

Miss Binford blames poverty for many 
of the problems the Juvenile Welfare 
Association has to meet, remarking that 
poverty results in inadequate food, 
scanty education, improper clothing, 
mental breakdown, discouragement, de- 
spair, illness, immorality, delinquency 
and crime. 

“Our first responsibility,” she said, 
“is to solve our relief problems, not as 
temporary disagreeable situations, but as 
fundamental causes and symptoms which 
must be met with permanent national 
and local measures.” 


Charity in Cities 


Coin-operated machines are concerned 
chiefly with cities, whether large or 
small. Cities and towns today have be- 
come the centers of organized charities 
covering many phases of aid to suffering 
humanity. In recent years city govern- 
ments have found the public charities 
to be an increasing financial burden 
that cannot be met. 

This means that city officials every- 
where will have to take steps to en- 
courage private charities. This means 


that city officials will have to curb some 
of their attempts at making a political 
football of coin-operated machines; that 
they will have to encourage coin-operated 
machines and members of the industry 
to help private charities and also in 
giving employment in every way possible. 

The immense activities of organized 
charity and welfare work may be seen 
by the 1937 report of the Chicago Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies. A total of 211 
agencies, 200 of which are private char- 
ities, make up this organization. The 
report of 54 member agencies showed an 
expenditure of $46,000,000 in one year. 
The services of 3,300 trained workers 
were also used in meeting the calls for 
help from Chicago’s needy. 


Fort Worth 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Feb. 19.—Jack
